TRANSPORTING U.S. TROOPS OVERSEAS. 


Now that the secrecy relating to the conduct of the 
war has been lifted there are many interesting details 
that can be made public. Among these are facts con- 
cerning the great movement of troops from the Port of 
Embarkation of New York, in command of Major Gen. 
David C. Shanks, U.S.A., and facts about returning 
troops. The Port of Embarkation of New York includes 
the great docks at Hoboken, N.J., and docks in Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn. There were also, before the armis- 
tice was signed, embarkation ports for troops at Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Portland, Me., Quebee and Montreal, 
Canada, Halifax, N.S., and St. Johns, N.F., all of which 
came under the jurisdiction of the Port of Embarkation 
of New York. 

Of the more than 2,000,000 soldiers of the Army of the 
United States sent across the Atlantic the majority left 
from the port of New York. This port alone shipped 
a total of 1,779,000 soldiers for France to the date of 
the signing of the armistice. Troops embarked from 
Boston numbered 46,000; there were 35,000 from Phila- 
delphia, 34,000 from Montreal, 11,000 from Quebec, 
1,000 from St. Johns, 5,000 from Halifax, 6,000 from 
Portland, 4,000 from Baltimore and 288,000 troops from 
the Port of Embarkation at Newport News, Va. 

Half of the 2,086,000 troops embarked were landed 
in England and from there were later sent to France. 
The landing ports used in Great Britain in order of im- 
portance were Liverpool, London, Southampton, Glas- 
gow, Bristol, Manchester, Falmouth and Plymouth. The 
ports used in France in order of importance were Brest, 
St. Nazaire, Bordeaux, LeHavre, La Pallice and Mar- 
seilles. One million and twenty-five thousand troops were 
landed direct at British ports, and 1,057,000 were landed 
at the French ports direct. ‘The first troops for Europe 
sailed from New York in May, 1917, and numbered 
1,543. The largest shipment of troops in any one month 
during the war was in July, 1918, when 268,127 ofli- 
cers and men were embarked from the Hoboken piers 
for France. For the transportation of troops abroad 
there were ee 182 commercial ships, 17 Allied trans- 
ports and 108 Navy transports, making a total of 307 
transport vessels rushing troops to the war front; 936 
transport trips were made to Europe. From the time 
the first troops left Hoboken in May, 1917, until the 
signing of the Armistice, there were approximately 3,500 
troops per day landed in France from the port of New 
York. The huge Leviathan alone carried a total of 94,- 
235 troops to France in ten trips from Hoboken. On 
the last day in August, 1918, approximately 50,000 sol- 
diers were started for France from the port of New 
York, and this was the biggest single day's record of 
the war. 

These great troop movements were under the immedi- 
ate direction of Brig. Gen. George H. McManus, U.S. 
A., troop movement officer, who was charged with the 
embarkation of the troops for the battle front, and the 
administrative work in connection therewith, and also 
with debarkation of the troops on their return to the 
port of New York. General McManus in carrying out 
the splendid system of troop movements was assisted 
by an exceptionally capable corps of officers, some of 
whom were commissioned for the emergency only and 
have since been honorably discharged. The following 
officers who were on duty in the beginning of the troop 
movement are still on duty at Hoboken and actively en- 
gaged in debarkation work: Col. John Robertson, Inf., 
as embarkation oflicer under General McManus, has the 
following officers who personally supervised the em- 
barkation of troops: Lieut. Col. W. S. Neely, Capts. 
lioward Jopling, King W. Snell, J. E. Williams and 
Oscar Reynolds, all of the Infantry arm, and Capt. C. 
Il’. Murray of the Field Artillery. 

All the work at the docks was perfectly systematized 
and new regulations for the debarkation of troops or- 
dered home permitted of very rapid accomplishment of 
the work. The first troops arrived home at New York for 
muster out of the Army on Dec. 2, 1918, aboard the 
Cunard liner Mauretania, less than three weeks after 
the signing of the armistice. From that time on the 
numbers increased. During May, 1919, the number of 
troops debarked from France at the port of New York 
was 313,000. The number in June was 303,000. Be- 
fore a troopship arrives at her dock she is communi- 
cated with by radio and an officer from the Troop Move- 
ment Office boards her at Quarantine and issues in- 
structions to the officer in command of the troops as to 
the regulations to be followed, and to make sure that 
the records, rosters, ete., are all in proper shape. to 
avoid delay. Upon arrival at the pier other officers 
from Colonel Robertson’s office debark the troops. Each 
organization has been previously instructed to detail a 
man as a marker, who carries a sign with the designa- 
tion of his organization on it. He precedes his organi- 

zation on the deck and the latter forms on the marker, 
so that there is no confusion and men know exactly 
where to form. Some idea of how rapidly this work is 
done may be judged from the fact that 10,000 men have 
landed from the Leviathan on the docks at Hoboken 
in a little under one hour from the time her gangway 
was dropped. Colonel Neely was in charge at the time 
this record was made. After the men reach the dock 
they are taken to Pier 3 and are served with a meal, 
which is regulated according to the weather and time 
of day of landing. If it is cold weather the men get 
substantial hot food; if the weather is warm they re- 
ceive lighter fare, including ice cream, pie, buns and 
coffee. These meals are furnished by the Army and from 
the port kitchen and are served the men by canteen or- 
ganizations of the Red Cross. If the troops are not to 
reach the demobilization camp for some time they re- 
ceive a more substantial meal than they would other- 
wise; 12,000 men can be fed on the dock in one hour. 
During the embarkation period the canteen service of the 
Red Cross furnished and served rolls and coffee to all 
men bound overseas. 

In addition to the officers named above the following 
officers, who have all served overseas, are engaged in de- 
barkation work: Lieut. Col. C. W. Mason, Inf.; Majors 
©. F. McKinney, G. Baldwin, C. H. Tate, William H. 
Woolworth and Richard Stockton, jr., all Infantry; 
Capts. R. C. Van Vliet and H. A. Brickley. These officers 
were all detached from their organizations after the 
signing of the armistice for demobilization duty. 

In connection with the wonderful record the United 
States made in embarking troops across the Atlantic, 
Col. Leonard P. Ayres, General Staff. U.S.A., points 
out in his admirable statistical summary of the war 
with Germany, that credit for the troop movement must 
be shared with the Allies; and with the British in partic- 
ular, since approximately half of the troops were car- 
ried in their ships. “Among every hundred men who 
‘went over,” says Colonel Ayres, “forty-nine went in 
British ships, forty-five in American ships, three in 
those of Italy, two in French and one in Russian ship- 
ping under English control.”

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5TH DIVISION, U.S.A., COMES HOME. 

After performing notable service on the battle line in 
France all the organizations of the 5th Division of the 
Regular Army are on duty at Camp Gordon, near At- 
lanta, Ga. While no special demonstration of welcome 
marked the return of the Regular troops they were not 
forgotten, for the War Camp Community Service enter- 
tained a number of men of the division at dinner, at 
the theater and on sightseeing trips. 

The 5th Division made one of the best fighting records 
in France and Major Gen. H. I. Ely, commanding, in a 
general order on Noy. 1, 1918, said: “It is with pride 
and pleasure that the division commander calls the at- 
tention of the division to G.O. No. 41, 3d Army Corps, 
of Noy. 9, 1918, wherein the corps commander cites the 
5th Division for forcing, against the enemy in position, 
a crossing of the Meuse River, near Dun and near 
Brieulles, building bridges, swimming the river in the 
face of machine gun and artillery fire and in advancing 
some nine kilometers into the enemy’s territory to the 
vicinity of Brandeville. ‘This action not only uncovered 
the left flank of the 17th French Corps and enabled that 
corps to advance but broke the line of resistance of the 
German army, aud, by turning its position on the east 
bank of the Meuse, compelled its withdrawal.” 

The chief of stalf of the 1st Army, A.E.F., also sent 
a letter to General Ely in which the Army commander 
highly praised the battle work of the division. He said 
in part: “he Sth Division alone forced the crossing and 
established the bridgehead. It was afterward joined for 
a few days by a regiment of the 32d Division. For two 
days and two nights the division held a front of twenty 
kilometers against the enemy on the front and on both 
flanks. Not content with this, it went out of its sector 
on the north and took the town of Mouzay and turned 
it over to the 90th Division. On the south it went out 
vf its sector and took Vilosnes, enabling the French divi- 
sion on its right to cross the river. 

“In the thirty days preceding the armistice this divi- 
sion was seriously engaged under shell, rifle and ma- 
chine gun fire for twenty-seven days. In the last two 
weeks no day passed that some town, wood or hill was 
not wrested from the enemy. In succession the follow- 
ing were captured: Bois-de-Rappes, Aincreville, Bois- 
de-Babiemont, Clery-le-Grand, Brieulles, Doulcon, Dun- 
sur-Meuse, Liny, a range of hills east of the Meuse form- 
ing the bridgehead, Vilusnes, Milly, Lion, Marvaux, Fon- 
taines, Chateau Chamois, Mouzay, Brandeville, Foret de 
Woevre, Jametz, Remoiville and Louppy.” 

The record of the 5th Division, which arrived in 
France in April, 1918, shows that for a total of 8,280 
casualties and S32 cases of gassing, it captured from the 
Giermans, forty-eight officers, 2,408 men, one nurse, 
twenty-six pieces of heavy artillery, seventy-four trench 
mortars, S02 machine guns and a vast amount of engi- 
neering and railway material.

THE ARMY MUSIC SCHOOL. 


“Capt. Arthur A. Clappé, commandant of the Army 
Musie School, Governors Island, N.Y., who has worked 
incessantly for the betterment of music in the U.S. Army 
(not only during the present war, but long before that 
time), has never received the credit he deserves,” writes 
a correspondent. ‘Captain Clappé being very unassum- 
ing in his manner, is quite content to go on working for 
the benefit of our Army bands, as he has done since 
1911, without any recognition. Notwithstanding, such 
a competent band authority cannot forever carry for- 
ward such important work without attracting attention. 
When Captain Clappé, by authority of the War Depart- 
ment, ealled for 500 bandmasters for the new draft 
Army, about to be formed in the autumn of 1918, the 
school was brought to public notice. 

“Over 1,800 applicants answered the call. After a 
thorough sifting out it was decided to have the candi- 
dates sent to Governors Island in batches of seventy- 
five for one month intensive military training and for 
musical examination. The candidates, by the way, were 
selected from among the best band and orchestra lead- 
ers in the country. Froni the seventy-five candidates it 
was proposed to select the best fifty each month; the 
others to be returned to civil life, or if eligible for ser- 
vice, to some training camp for musical duty other than 
that of regimental bandmaster. This plan continued in 
operation until the full quota of 500 bandmasters had 
been selected. However, the signing of the armistice 
precluded the possibility of continuing the work.. Still 
the system had been so cleverly planned that the work 
of carrying it forward was a secondary matter. Cap- 
tain Clappé’s ability as an organizer was made readily 
apparent in his scheme for the emergency bandmasters’ 
school. 

“In addition to this emergency school the business of 
training bandmasters for the Regular Army is sstill 
going on as it has been since the fall of 1911. To 
those interested in military music a visit to the Army 
Music School on Governors Island is certainly worth 
while. The efficient, well-planned curriculum, carried 
on with systematic accuracy, is a revelation to those 
who are unacquainted with the fact that U.S. bandmas- 
ters have the advantages of a first-rate conservatory 
training that would, under ordinary circumstances, re- 
quire four years for completion. The Army Music 
School, by exacting methods, is able to accomplish the 
work in two years. Since the fall of 1916 a prelimi- 
nary course, designed to fit candidates for entrance ex- 
aminations into the regular class, has been added to the 
two years’ bandmasters’ course. The preliminary train- 
ing lasts from six months to one year and is open only 
to men serving in the Regular Army, who, if assigned 
to the bandmaster course proper, are required to sign 
an agreement to remain in the Service for not less than 
four years after graduation from the Army Music School. 
Captain Clappé is ably assisted in his work by one of 
his old graduates, Lieut. William C. White.”

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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

Our First Airways: Their Organization, Equipment 
and Finance, by Claude Grahame-White and Harry 
Harper. John Lane: New York. Needless to say that 
Mr. Grahame-White as an aviator who long ago made 
his name famous, and Mr. Harper as technical secretary 
of the Civil Aerial Transport Committee of London, 
England, are well qualified to discuss the questions: 
Can an air service be made safe? Can it be made reli- 
able? Can it be made to pay? Of course they answer 
in the affirmative, but they assert that this can only be- 
come possible by proper forethought and organization. 
They declare that the whole of the high-speed traffic of 
the world will be transferred gradually from land and 
sea, and that this change will come about within a defi- 
nite period of years, but just how long this will be, they 
say, depends mainly on the initiative of the public in 
making use of the aerial services which will soon be 
organized throughout the world. The book contains a 
number of excellent illustrations. 

Airplane Design and Construction, by Otterino Po- 
milio (McGraw-Hill Book Co.: New York). In view of 
the fact that the airplane industry is now shifting from 
the design and construction of military types of craft to 
those of pleasure and commercial types, the appearance 
of this book is opportune, seeking to replace, as it does, 
scientific procedure for many of the cut and dried meth- 
ods now in use. The arrangement, presentation of sub- 
ject matter and explanation of the derivation of work- 
ing formulae, together with the assumptions upon which 
they are based and consequently their limitations are 
such that the book would be useful as a text in technical 
schools and colleges. It contains many diagrams and 
ether illustrations. and is dedicated to Wilbur and Or- 
ville Wright. 

L’Apogée de l’Effort Militaire Francais, par le Lieut. 
Francois Maury, de l’'Armée Territoriale Francaises: 
(Union des Grandes Associations Francaises: Paris.) 
In pamphlet form the author relates ,the military 
efforts of France in the Great War during the period 
1914-1917, the apogée of the French military effort 
extending from March to July, 1918, during that peril- 
ous time, and the supreme effort of the campaign of lib- 
eration, from Sept. 10 to Nov. 11, 1918. The rupture 
of the German front, the defeat of the allies of Ger- 
many, the retreat of the German imperial army and the 
capitulation of the German Empire are discussed at 
length. Lieutenant Maury asserts that General Liidet 
dorf was “incontestably the master of the German 


armies, the great German strategist, the German mili- 
tary dictator.” He says it was this German chieftain 
who planned and carried ouc the formidable offensives 
of March 21, May 27 and July 15, 1918, and not von 
Hindenburg, who, he asserts, was only nominally in com- 
mand. The withdrawal of Liidendorf on Oct. 26, he 
says, marked the beginning of the defeat of Germany, 
the abasement of the war party and practically the end 
of the German debacle. 


Aviation, a Theorico-Practical Text-book for Stu- 
dents, by Benjamin M. Carmina. (The Macmillan Co. : 
New York.) In the compilation of his book Mr. Car- 
mina’s guiding principle has been to use matter of actual 
theorico-practical value to aviation students so as to en- 
able them to work understandingly. Quite sensibly, for 
a given airplane part the most common terms have been 
chosen out of the maze of confusing terminology which 
ought to have been. relegated to oblivion long ago in 
order to facilitate the study of this comparatively new 
product of the human mind. While the work is techni- 
cal still it is understandable to the beginner of the study 
of aviation, which is more than can be said of many 
books on the subject. It is accompanied by an appendix 
and also by a chapter of definitions. 


Self-Government in the Philippines, by Maximo M. 
Kalaw. (The Century Co.: New York.) Mr. Kalaw, 
who is a native Filipino, a professor of political science 
in the University of the Philppines and secretary of 
the Philippine mission to the United States which ar- 
rived here in June, 1919, makes an urgent plea for self- 
government for his people. He gives a record of what 
the Filipino people have done since the establishment of 
Philippine autonomy and enumerates the reasons which 
impel them to demand their separation from the United 
States. He insists they are fully capable of self-govern- 
ment, an opinion not unanimously entertained in the 
United States. 

What Is America? by Edward 9Isworth Ross. (The 
Century Co.: New York.) As professor of sociology in 
the University of Wisconsin, the author is well qualified 
to discuss the social development of the United States, 
what it has been, what it is and what it may be ex- 
pected it will be in the future. The many grave prob- 
lems resulting from the social evolution of this country 
are considered and their probable outcome recorded. 

Prussianism and Pacifism, by Poultney Bigelow. (G. 
P. Putnam’s Sons: New York.) Mr. Bigelow, once a 
fellow student and a personal friend of the now dis- 
eredited Kaiser, sketches the past seventy years of 
Hohenzollern glory and shame, beginning with the flight 
from Berlin of the first Wilhelm, when Crown Prince in 
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1848, and closing with the equally vemarkable escape of 
his grandson to Amerongen in 1918. The duplicity 
political and otherwise, of Prussia and Prussianism dur. 
ing the years is clearly shown 

Why We Fought, by Thomas G. Chamberlain. (The 
Macmillan Co.: New York.) The author, who held the 
rank of captain in the Army during the war with Ger- 
many and who before that taught political science in the 
University of California, makes a plea for the League 
of Nations. He declares that the soldiers who fought 
overseas and many of those who did not get across, 
favor the league. The book contains a foreword by 
former President William H. Taft. Chapter one is de- 
voted to an explanation of the machinery of the league, 
armament, secret treaties, the covenant of the League of 
Nations, a letter to Senator Borah, and speeches de- 
livered by the author at various places urging the ac- 
ceptance of the league by Congress. 

What America Did, by Florence Finch Kelly. (E. P. 
Dutton and Co.: New York.) The story of the remark- 
able achievements by the United States in tae proseecn- 
tion of the Great War is told very completely and in a 
way which meets the needs of the every-day reaser, 
while at the same time disregarding unnecessary de- 
tails. ‘The author has aimed to give no more than a 
record of things that were accomplished, presenting es- 
sential facts of the various phases of the conflict, and 
she has done this successfully. The book contains a 
number of photographs of war scenes in this country 
and overseas. 

Helping France, by Ruth Gaines. (E. P. Dutton and 
Co.: New York.) The helpful work of the Red Cross 
in the devastated areas of France is one of the com- 
paratively few incidents of the greatest war in history 
that offset the countless horrors that marked its course 
during four years of anguish. Miss Gaines, as an active 
member of the Red Cross, took part as a worker in the 
alleviation of much of the suffering endured both by 
soldiers and civilians. She tells what was done and also 
about the foundations that have been and are still be- 
ing laid for aiding in the difficult and immense task of 
reclaiming the devastated sections of the country which 
suffered most through the war. ’ 


The Story of the American Legion, by George Seay 
Wheat (G. P. Putnam’s Sons: New York). This is the 
first of a series to be issued by the legion after each an- 
nual convention. The first number, like those that are 
to follow, is intended to be a chronological record of the 
important events in the yearly life of the organization. 
The present work tells of those that have taken place 
since the days in midsummer of 1918, in France, when 
the plan of forming an association of some sort at the 
close of the war was discussed by officers and men alike 
of the American E.F. At a dinner given at the Allied 
Officers’ Club in Paris on Feb. 16, 1919, the American 
Legion was born. A temporary committee was formed 
and in the succeeding March a caucus was held, followed 
by the caucus at St. Louis on May 8, 9 and 10. The 
proceedings at the Paris meeting are given in brief, but 
the doings of the St. Louis caucus are recorded in detail 
from the stenographer’s minutes. A chapter is devoted 
to “Why the American Legion?” which is answered by 
showing the dangers which threaten the republic from 
different directions and causes and the need for patriotic 
Americans to guard against them. The constitution of 
the legion is given and also a roster, as well as the per- 
sonnel of the various committees. 


Inventions of the Great War, by A. Russell Bond. (The 
Century Co.: New York.) The managing editor of the 
Scientific A™-rican has produced one of the most in- 
teresting be et published concerning the great inter- 
national strugg’: now ended. Written in a serious, au- 
thoritative style it still is one which can be as easily 
read and understood by layme as by others. The author 
says three great inventions controlled the character of 
the fighting and made it different from any other the 
world has ever seen. These were all American, and 
consisted of the submarine, the airplane and the machine 
gun, while barbed wire, an accessory of the machine gun, 
was equally a product of the American mind. Two other 
American inventions, the hydroplane and the depth 
bomb, also had much to do in the winning of the war 
by the Allies in their combating of the enemy submarine. 
But these, he says, were by no means the only important 
inventions of the Great War. To Great Britain he 
credits the invention of the tank, although, in fact, it 
has been claimed that the tractor, on which principle the 
tank moves, is an American invention. France, he says, 
did marvels with the airplane, also showing great clever- 
ness in the development of the tank, while a host of 
minor inventions must be placed to her credit. Italy 
showed marked skill in the creation-of large airplanes 
and small seacraft. The Central Powers, on the other 
hand, were less originative, but displayed marked re- 
sourcefulness in developing the invention of others. Forts 
were made valueless by the large portable Austrian guns. 
The long range shelling of Paris by the Germans he 
describes as a sensational achievement, but their gun 
could not be called a great invention for the reason that 
it was of little practical military value. The great Ger- 
man Zeppelins were far from a success because they de- 
pended for their buoyancy on a highly inflammable gas. 
The most important German contribution to the war, for 
he asserts that it cannot be classed as an invention, was 
poison gas, but it was not long before they regretted 
this infraction of the rule of civilized warfare adopted 
at The Hague Conference, for the Allies soon gave them 
a dose of their own medicine, and before the war was 
over fairly deluged them with lethal gases of every 
variety, with more deadly ones almost in readiness when 
the armistice was signed. Many inventions of our own 
and of our Allies were not fully developed when the war 
ended, says the author, and there were some which, al- 
though primarily intended for purposes of war, will be 
most serviceable in time of peace. The book contains 
eighty illustrations which add to the interest of the text. 


Navigation and Nautical Astronomy. By Prof. J. H. 
C. Coffin and Elmer B. Collins. (D. Van Nostrand Co.: 
New York.) This is the eleventh edition, revised and en- 
larged, with a chapter on the “New Navigation” added 
and the one on the Sumner line rewritten, of this well- 
known work by Prof. J. H. C. Coffin, late professor of 
astronomy, navigation and surveying at the U.S. Naval 
Academy, edited by Elmer B. Collins, nautical expert, 
Navy Department. 


A Year in the Navy, by Joseph Husband. (Houghton 
Miffin Co.: New York.) The author enlisted in the 
Navy, joining the Service at the naval training station 
at Great Lakes, Ill. His experiences at Great Lakes 
and aboard ship are described in detail]. In a foreword 
he pays tribute to the professional accomplishments of 
Vice Admiral Henry B. Wilson, U.S.N., and to Capt. 


Williem A. Moffett, U.S.N., who was commandant at 
the Great Lakes Station during Mr. Husband’s course 


of training. 
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INDIFFERENCE TO MILITARY REFORMS. 


Of all the patriotic organizations in this country that 
took so active an interest in preparedness and urged 
universal military training in the two years im- 
mediately preceding our entry into the war, only one 
seems to have held to its mission. This is the Military 
Training Camps Association, which gave a dinner in 
Washington on Aug. 1 for Regular Army officers and 
members of Congress for the purpose of beginning an- 
other campaign favoring universal military training as 
a part of the military policy of the country. The Army 
AND Navy JOURNAL has repeatedly pointed out that in- 
terest in a proper military policy for the United States 
should not be a thing of fashion, a whim of the passing 
moment. This is a problem of so profound a nature 
that it requires the best that is in us to answer it and 
work it out to a satisfactory and safe conclusion. It is 
not one that can be taken up one moment and dropped 
the next. The need for a proper military policy by the 
United States is second to none of our national ques- 
tions. And there never was a time when this question 
needed closer and more intelligent interest on the part 
of the people of the country than now since the forces 
that are traditionally opposed to any military policy 
whatever are already at work raising objections to any 
and all plans suggested, while wilfully ignorant mem- 
bers of Congress are voicing their protests against even 
such temporary Army relief as the measure for increas- 
ing the commissioned personnel to 18,000 officers. 

It is a matter of history that ignorance of military 
matters and the refusal of Congress to entrust them to 
men trained in military art have been the chief impedi- 
ments to the United States ever having had a well- 
balanced military policy. Senator Chamberlain gave an 
illustration of this opposition to Army officers at the 
Military Training Camps Association dinner when he 
said, speaking to the Regular officers present: “Forget 
your jealousies. Forget that you belong to the Infantry, 
or Artillery, or Cavalry, or the Air Service, but get 
around one common table and work out a policy that 
will protect all services and which will protect America 
while it is doing it. Let me beg of you gentlemen of 
the Army and you gentlemen in civil life to come to the 
committee and help us in our task of framing a military 
policy for the United States.” This was meant to be 
very impressive and appealing; but when Regular Army 
officers work out an Army bill and present it to Con- 
gress it is the general habit of Congress to treat the 
measure as if it were the work of amateurs instead of 
professional soldiers of the highest training and ability. 
No better proof of this could be found than in the case 
of the treatment of the so-called Emergency Army bill 
urged upon the last session of the Sixty-fifth Congress 
by Secretary Baker. It provided for a working army, 
one that had commissioned and enlisted personnel large 
enough to properly care for all the new arms of the Ser- 
Vice developed during the war. Congress refused to pass 
the measure, with the result that the country learned 
all of these arms would have to be abandoned practically 
except as paper organizations. Professional military 
knowledge was put aside by Congress with the result 


that public opinion was aroused to such an extent that " 


Congress had to listen to its voice and is now engaged in 
attempting to pass another piece of “stop-gap” military 
‘legislation providing for enough officers to maintain 
these new arms as working organizations. But in spite 
_ @f the vital need of these 18,000 officers, members of the 


House Committee on Military Affairs are holding the 
bill back by their opposition to such a number on the 
plea of economy. 

Mr. Kahn was another speaker at this dinner and he 
said, in reference to the hearings on a military policy 
for the country to be held by the House Committee on 
Military Affairs in September: “I want to make it 
known that in the committee hearings we are going to 
hold soon, we want the facts. In the past we haven’t 
been able to get just what we have wanted. May be it 
is because of the system that prevails in the War De- 
partment. But I am going to tell you officers of the 
General Staff that what we want is the truth. It will 
help the Army. We are going to give you legislation 
that will primarily help the country, but it will also 
help the Military Establishment.” Mr. Kahn can get 
the facts from Army officers and likewise his committee 
and Congress through it. The great difficulty will not 
be to get the facts, but for Congress to take profit by 
them. In spite of Mr. Kahn’s implication, he can get 
the truth from Army officers. As Mr. Chamberlain said 
in his speech, “every distinguished military leader since 
the time of Washington has advocated a system of mili- 
tary training and universal service in time of war.” 
But “distinguished military leaders” do not make the 
laws of the country. And their voices have been raised 
in vain as to our needs for military preparedness. For 
140 years Congress and the people of the United States 
have been deaf to the arguments of our military leaders 
in the matter of reforms in our Army system. 

The people and the daily newspapers of the country 
have given an illustration within the last few weeks, in 
the matter of the threatened disruption of the Air Ser- 
vice, which always has a more popular appeal than the 
Infantry or older arms of the Service, of how they can 
help the Army if they wish. The Senate was quick to 
hear this popular voice and passed the bill that would 
give us officers sufficient to make the Air Service a veal 
arm and doubtless the House will hearken to it in the 
end. Now it is time for the people to put aside their 
customary indifference to milifary reforms and to let 
Congress know that it wants a real policy based on uni- 
versal military service. If they will do this, by the 
time the hearings of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs begin, its members may be more of a mind to 
translate Army facts and Army truth into a real mili- 
tary policy than such committee members ever have 
been in the past in our legislative history. 
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SHALL THE SUBMARINE BE OUTLAWED? 


In the deliberations at Paris and elsewhere since the 
armistice was signed there have been specific proposi- 
tions toward a general limitation of armaments, and 
these propositions lean rather strongly toward outlaw- 
ing the use and possession of submarines. The argu- 
ments pro and con have been fully considered by the 
experts of the U.S. Navy and we are indebted to Capt. 
Thomas C. Hart, U.S.N., of the office of the Chief of 
Operations, Navy Department, who has studied the sit- 
uation from every angle, for the following estimate of 
the situation: 

“The danger of a repetition of the German subma- 
rines’ inhuman warfare on commerce by some nation 
that the future may develop into similar irresponsibility 
and ruthlessness. This is the strongest argument of the 
abolitionists and is easily appreciated by everyone. 
Their opponents, while condemning the inhumanity of 
the German submarine warfare to the utmost, do not 
think that these past horrors should be a determining 
factor. They also point out the enormous effect on the 
war occasioned by the German submarine campaign, as 
compared with the actual cost of life. It is generally 
granted that the Germans failed in their plan to win 
the war by submarines only because they could not 
bring them into service in sufficient numbers; at their 
best, the average number of Germans actually. fighting 
at sea in submarines was about 1,000 officers and men 
and there were literally hundreds of thousands opposed 
to them; the number of men in Allied vessels engaged 
continuously and exclusively in strictly anti-submarine 
work outnumbered the German submarine personnel 
many fold. Exact statistics are not yet available, but 
estimates of the actual cost in lives of the German ‘un- 
restricted’ warfare are between 10,000 and 15,000—the 
best figures give about 12,000. Many single day’s op- 
erations on land cost more lives than that and with in- 
finitesimal results as compared with the effect of the 
submarines. 

“Those not in concurrence with the abolitionists think 
that the factor of possible mercilessness of submarine 
warfare should not be separated from the possibly worse 
horrors of gas, bombing from the air and mines. As 
for the latter, the parallel seems closest. Only the ab- 
solutely ruthless submarine compares with the auto- 
matie mine which knows no difference between the bot- 
toms of battleships, hospital ships and passenger ships 
filled with women and children. That due attention 
must be given this point is shown by actual losses: re- 
turns; the losses of British merchant ships, during the 
war, was by— 





Submarines eevcecece 9,709,000 tons 
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The Germans, of course, were mostly restricted to min- 
ing from their submarines alone, but once the mine is 
planted the character of the vessel that did it means 
nothing. In the last year or so of the war the Allies’ 
defensive measures against mines were largely annulling 


their effect; but the possibility of future mine inven- 
tions that will change this desirable situation is too 
likely to permit leaving them out of the argument. 

“A second argument given emphatically in favor of 
abolition is that submarines when’ restricted to their 
legitimate use of torpedoing the men-of-war of their 
enemy are not effective—as shown by the small losses 
of Allied surface warships caused by them in the last 
war. Those favoring retention point out the fact—as 
shown by captured instructions—that the objective 
given German submarines—after there was a_ sizable 
force of them—was merchant tonnage, because they esti- 
mated the result: to be thus attained would soonest 
win the war for them. It is pointed out that, with the 
exception of the abortive attempt of last November for 
which their submarines only went to sea, the Germans 
never planned to have a fleet action and that during 
the encounters that did occur only casual German sub- 
marines participated. Submarine advocates therefore 
argue that the war furnished no data in the way of re- 
sults on which conclusions should be based. However, 
it appears that of the 134 surface warships which the 
British navy lost during the war by enemy action sixty- 
two were sunk by torpedoes from German submarines. 

“The argument is made that despite all hydrophone 
and kindred inventions of a long period during which 
the best inventive talent of several nations worked un- 
der high pressure the submarine is still the only long- 
radius vessel which, singly and umsapported, can go 
well nigh anywhere and that, entirely discounting its 
main purposes of torpedoing enemy warships, as a mat- 
ter of coast defense, in fleet action or otherwise, its 
unique defensive quality makes it a naval weapon of 
utmost usefulness; at the worst, it is never -a liability 
that has to be supported afd protected. That the big 
ship still rules the ocean seems to be generally accepted. 
How long it will endure is the question. The war has 
brought no basic advancement to big ships, only a con- 
tinuance of increase in size, speed and also expense, 
which for single units has become tremendous. No one. 
can begin to guess what advance the next decade or 
two will see in other weapons, now properly classed as 
auxiliary. But this much seems clear: If there can be 
evolved no limitation in character or size of naval arma- 
ment, any nation which holds blindly to one line and 
fails to note development along others will be in ulti- 
mate danger from some other nation which does. 

“At first the practicability of abolishing submarines 
seemed high, for the reason that it is purely a war ma- 
chine only, has no place in commerce or sporteand would 
be difficult to conceal if pessessed in readiness for war. 
There is of late, however, more doubt as to this practi- 
cability on the part of those who are keenest to outlaw 
them and evidences of fear of failure to enforce the 
prohibition and consequent comparative detriment of 
our national defense. While the leaders of those nations 
having the strongest navies have shown a disposition 
to agree to general abolition of submarines, and de- 
struction of those built, it has gone no farther than 
that; other nations state that, having weaker navies, 
the submarine is most important to them, support the 
arguments for retention and even frankly state that they 
cannot concur. 

“As with most other questions of the day, national 
altruism seems scarce, own best national interest de- 
termines what is proposed and the pro and con argu- 
ments, as briefly and incompletely given above, must be 
taken, when published, as being intended to persuade 
to his way of thinking other than the writer’s own na- 
tionals. It is still to be hoped that there may be 
evolved from this world situation something in the way 
of direct armament limitation—both quantitative and 
qualitative and including in the latter perhaps total 
prohibition of gas, mine, bomb-dropping and submarine 
warfare. Unless thus included with other restrictions 
there seems no chance whatsoever of outlawing subma- 
rines. They are therefore likely to be found in all navies 
in increasing numbers; the prospective increase in capa- 
bility and war value is only bounded by the enthusiasm 
of the prognosticating individual.” 
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Cuyers or SEcTIONS, PHysicaL RECONSTRUCTION. 
Major Horace M. Evans, Medical Corps, has been

The 9th U.S. Infantry, attached to the 2d Division, 
arrived at New York from Brest on Aug. 1 on the troop 
transport Princess Matoika, under command of Col.

Service 
Crosses, 464 Croix de Guerre, fourteen Medailles _Mili- 
taire, three Italian War Crosses and «ne Italian King’s 
Crown. 
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U.S.S. OrEGON TO BE PRESIDENTS’S SHIP. 

Among the last orders Secretary Daniels gave on 
leaving Washington was to have the battleship Oregon, 
now out of commission at the- Bremerton Navy -Yard, 
Puget Sound, temporarily restored to a commissioned 
status and placed at the disposal of President Wilson. 
The ship will be taken to San Francisho and the Presi- 
dent will review the Pacific Fleet as it enters the Golden 
Gate, some time in September, from the old ship. Rear 
Admiral Charles F. Clark, U.S.N., retired, who as a 
captain at the outbreak of the Spanish-American War 
commanded the Oregon when the vessel made its his- 
toric trip from the Pacific to the Atlantic, was also in 
command of her when she took part in the destruction 
of the Spanish fleet off Santiago, Cuba, will again com- 
mand his old ship during the fleet review. Secretary 
Daniels announced on leaving Washington, Aug. 1, that 
he an¢ his party will sail from San Francisco for Hono- 
lulu on Aug. 12. The ships selected to make the trip 
are the Mississippi, commanded by Capt. William A. 
Moffett, U.S.N.; the New York, commanded by Capt. 
- William V. Pratt, U.S.N., and six destroyers. They will 
return in time to reach San Francisco for the review of 
the fleet by the President. 
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CERTIFICATE FOR WOUNDED MEN. 

The form and design of a special certificate for 
wounded U.S. soldiers of the late war has been decided 
upon. At the top are the words: “Columbia yives to her 
sons the accolade of the new chivalry of humanity.” At 
the bottom is a form for the man’s name, rank and or- 
ganization, the name of the place where he was wounded 
in action and for the signature of the President and 
officer certifying the paper. In addition is a picture by 
E. H. Blashfield, which shows a soldier armed, kneeling 
in front of Columbia, and Columbia is striking him on 
the shoulder with th» flat of the sword, the ceremony of 
old times in according knighthood. The several ranks of 
men are standing behind presenting arms. A draped 
flag is behind Columbia. This certificate, which is ap- 
proximately ten by fourteen inches in size, is to be 
lithographed and presented to every man who received 
wounds in the war with Germany. 
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GENERAL DUVALL PRAISES GENERAL MARCH. 

Major Gen. William P. Duvall, U.S.A., retired, has 
written to Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, in behalf of 
Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, urging his being 
given the permanent rank of general in the Army as 
well as General Pershing. Senator Smith introduced 
the letter in the Senate on July 31. It was referred to 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs and ordered 
printed in the Congressional Record. After referring to 
General Pershing’s title to the promotion suggested, say- 
ing “the brilliant results accomplished by him in the 
field are plain to everybody and cannot be gainsaid by 
his enemies or ever ignored by the thoughtless,” Gen- 
eral Duvall says of General March: “He can do, and 
does do more work in a given time than any other three 
or four men, working in tandem that I have ever known. 
I have observed him ever since he was a second lieu- 
tenant—in the regiment, in the Artillery School, in the 
U.S. Volunteers, in campaign in the Philippines and in 
the General Staff, where, when it was first organized (in 
1903) he was in a division of which I was the head and 
in which Captains Pershing and Dickman were also 
serving. We are already beginning to forget the relief 
and amazement felt in this couatry and throughout the 
Allied world at the size of the American force assembled 
in France for the summer campaign. Who accomplished 
this miracle? March, who was thus the author of Per- 
shing’s magnificent success. I do not believe there is 
another man in the Army who could have done what 
March did, and I say this from the standpoint of an old 


officer who has taken unmeasured delight in seeing come - 


to the top in the test of war so many of the younger 
men whom I in former year had picked out and recom- 
mended for various advancemerts. March, in my opin- 
ion, though junior to many, always stood at the head 
of them all.”

War History or tee 26rn INFANTRY. 

We have received from the regimental adjutant of the 
26th U.S. Infantry, whose name does not appear in the 
book, a copy of the history of the regiment’s movements 
and actions in the Great War. Now attached to the 
2d Brigade, Ist Division, American Forces in Germany, 
the regiment is to leave the Rhine for the United States 
on Aug. 15. The 26th Infantry has seen as hard ser- 
vice as fell to the lot of any organization that went over- 
seas. Organized in 1901, it arrived in France on June 
27, 1917, among the first troops to reach there from the 
United States. It t at Montdidier, Cantigny; at 
Soissons, where Major James M. McCloud was killed on 
July 19, Lieut. Col. Clark R. Elliot on July 21, and 
Col. Hamilton A. Smith on July 22, 1918, together with 
many other officers and a large number of enlisted men 
who fell on that bloody field; at St. Mihiel, Montsec, 





Very, Hill Hill 269, Mouzon, Sedan, and many 
other places. ith the coming of the armistice, foil- 
lowed yy the occupation of German territory, to the 


26th fell the honor of being the first American troops to 
set foot in the enemy’s lgnd, this on Dec. 1, 191 A 
few days later the ment tmoved to Coblenz and took 
up the occupation of the bridgehead there. The 26th 


has done its work overseas well and more than well. It 
has added glory to American arms.

Peart Harsor Drypock. 

The great drydock at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, which 
Secretary Daniels will open officially, when he visits the 
Hawaiian Islands. this month, and which is the most 
difficult single shore construction project ever under 
taken by the U.S. Navy, is now in its final stages of 
completion, and is expected to be in full commission by 
the middle of August, in ample time to assist thé newly 
organized Pacific Fleet_as docking requirements arise in 
that. vicinity.. The new dock is 1,001 feet in..length in 
the clear from head to side of caisson, 3214 feet deep 
from mean high water to keel blocks, 114 feet wide at 
the bottom, and°138 feet wide at the coping or ‘upper 
margin, it will be capable of accommodating the largest 
naval vessels now afloat or contemplated for some time 
to come. The design for the dock was prepared by Civil 
Engr. H. R. Stanford, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, assisted by Civil Engrs. E. R. Gaylor, F. R. 
Harris and L. M. Cox, U.S.N.. This design embodied 
all.of the elements of strength and safety recommended 
by Mr. Alfred Noble, of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers, who visited the proposed site of the dock in 
1913. Mr. Noble was prevented by death from render- 
ing further. service.

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Art Strupres or SOLDIERS IN FRANCE. 

The report of Major George H. Gray, Corps. of Engrs., 
U.S.A., commandant of the A.E.F. art training center 
at Bellevue, France, submitted to Brig. Gen. R. I. Rees, 
U.S.A., of the General Staff, in charge of education, 
General Headquarters, American E.F., shows that the 
personnel of the student body represented twenty-four 
grades of enlisted men, and of officers from the rank of 
second lieutenant to major. The report says, in part: 
“Our Army of citizen-soldiers found itself at the end 
of the campaign in a foreign land which is a veritable 
treasure house of art of every description, whose whole 
history is intricately interlaced with the history of art, 
a land which has for ages been producing masters and 
master werk: .« land replete with museums, sehools and 
instructors of great gifts. To our citizen artists, who 
are momentarily soldiers, the Army authorities granted 
the high privilege of dropping their arms and taking up 
the implements of art. Such were the extraordinary 
conditions under which this school came into existence. 
The reports of the instructors and the work of students 
presented in the report bear testimony of the versatility 
of our soldiers and to the fidelity with which they have 
availed themselves of their opportunities.” The course 
extended from March 5 to June 15, 1919, the greatest 
number of students at any given time having been 268. 
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DECORATIONS IN THE 1st DrtvisIon. 

Major Gen. Edward F. McGlachlin, U.S.A., command- 
ing the 1st Division, American Forces in Germany, in 
addressing members of the division on the occasion of 
decorating a number of them on June 24 is quoted in 
the Bridgehead Sentinel of June 28 as declaring, “there 
are many cases worthy of decoration that have been 
overlooked,” and appealing to the men of his command 
to aid in locating those who may be deemed worthy of 
being marked for acts of bravery or of service. He 
added: ‘My observation of the great number of wound- 
ed and long service men in the division convinces me 
that many cases worthy of decoration have been over- 
looked and this conviction has been strengthened by 
reading the casualty lists and the history of the division, 
as well as by accounts of actions by officers who have 
had long service with it. Witnesses to acts of heroism 
and gallantry in many cases have been killed or evacu- 
ated, never to return, and .many officers interested 
through sharing dangers have been separated from the 
division. In order that deserving officers and men of 
the division may be properly recognized by decorations 
I ask everybody, and particularly you who have already 
been decorated, to help me seek out every worthy case 
not yet properly recognized and to report it with the 
names of the necessary witnesses, to commanders of or- 
ganizations, so that proper recommendations can be 
made.”

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HOME-MADE LAURELS. 

A certain widely circulated paper in the States makes 
a big splurge in one of its editorials about the large 
number of men that the home state contributed to a cer- 
tain division “that fought 191 days without losing a 
prisoner.” The division may never-have lost a prisoner, 
all right, but the enlightening part of the account is in 
regard to the 191 days. Counting it up, we find that in 
order for this division to have such a record, it had to 
reach the front not later than May 4, and from that 
time on not miss a single day either for rest or trans- 
portation to some other part of the front. But upon 
looking the matter up, we discover that this division did 
not reach Europe until toward the end of July, 1918. 
Wherefore, we conclude that it is only another case of 
overpraising that “home division’”—exaggeration for 
effect, let us say—while we homeless Regulars stand by 
and try to dope it all out.—The Watch on the Rhine. 





Pay or ARMY OFFICERS. 

As to pay of Army officers the Philadelphia Ledger 
says: “Sadly thousands of Regular Army officers are 
now going downhill. Those who have heen generals are 
retiring in’ some instances to the rank of major, and 
there are many heartburaings in consequence. Up to 
the time that we entered the war the average officer be- 
low the rank of colonel was in desperate financial con- 
dition unless he had some outside income. ‘The licu- 
tenant, captain or major, who four years ago could not 
keep his head above water, is now in far worse condi- 
tion. The cost of living has doubled, but little or noth- 
ing has been done for the officers in the way of pay. So 
long as men were jumped half a dozen grades they did 
not complain, but now that generals become majors, and 
colonels revert to captaincies, there is likely to be a 
ery which will reach Washington. It ought to be heard. 
Even if we have only a small Army, it should be efficient 
and its officers should at least receive enough to pay 
their living expenses.” 
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RECOGNITION FOR NAVY ENLISTED I‘ERSONNEL. 

Instructions have been issued from the Bureau of 
Navigation, Navy Department, to commanding officers 
of ships and stations relative to recommendations for 
special recognition of the services of enlisted men dur- 
ing the war. Officers in many cases have written let- 
ters of commendation, but under the law before the 
Board of Award can recommend a man for an award 
of a decoration the board must have a recommendation 
from the man’s commanding officer. , Officers who have 
written letters of commendation during the war should 
supplement them with recommendations for the award 
of Navy decorations, where it is deserved.

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AMERICAN LEGION CONVENTION. 

The meeting of the national convention of the Ameri- 
can Legion, which is to be held at Minneapolis on Novy. 
10, 11 and 12, is to be preceded by county and state meet- 
ings at which delegates are to be selected. Each post 
will be entitled to one delegate to the county convention 
and in addition one delegate for each 100 members in 
excess of the original fifteen required to obtgin a char- 
ter. The county convention will then select four dele- 
gates to the state meeting, as well as one representative 
for each 1,000 paying members. The state, in turn, will 
send to the. national convention four delegates at. large 
and one additional delegate for every paying mem-

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AN ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL. 


Universal Training Its New Feature. 

For their guidance in determining the permanent mili- 
tary policy of the Nation, Secretary of War Baker sent 
to the Senate and House Committees on Military Af- 
fairs on Aug. 4 identical copies of a bill “to reorganize 
and increase the efficiency of the Regular Army” which 
has been prepared by the General Staff and contains a 
proviso for a system of universal military training of 
three months for all eligible youths in their nineteenth 
year. The bill, except for the universal training feature, 
is the same as the emergency Army reorganization bill 
which was printed in our issue of Jan. 18, page 713, 
with a few minor changes affecting the Army Nurée 
Corps, the Dental and Veterinary Corps, increasing the 
number of detached officers, the inclusion of general offi- 
cers in the O.R.C., retention of the provision for promo- 
tion by, selection, provisions for education of the en- 
listed men, and amending the pay of certain enlisted 
men. In a letter accompanying the bills, Secretary 
Baker said that General Pershing had not been consulted 
regarding the bill and to that extent it was tentative. 
He also said. he assumed the provisions of the National 
— Act regarding the National Guard would be re- 

ined. 

“The bill as drawn,” Mr. Baker continues, “provides 
for a system of universal training for a very brief period 
applicable to all male citizens with suitable provision 
for exemptions and deferments. It does not, however, 
provide for any reserve obligation since it is unneces- 
gary with a system of universal service in time of emer- 
gency. The period suggested for training is brief, but 
not too brief, it is believed, to secure a careful stock- 
taking of the health and physical condition of the young 
manhood of the Nation and the institution of such reme- 
dial measures as may be practical, nor too brief to mili- 
tate the habits of orderliness, co-ordination and self- 
care which proved so valuable in the recent training of 
men preparing for active military service. Nor is this 
period believed to be too brief to entail great advantage 
to the country should any future emergency require it 
to call for service.” 

He also gave his reason for incorporating the Chemi- 
eal Warfare Service in the Corps of Engineers in peace 
times and proposed that the Inspector General’s De- 
partment be abolished, saying it was clear that the in- 
spection of purely military training ought to be cen- 
tralized and carried out under the direction of the train- 
ing division of the General Staff. To support the plan 
of Army reorganization proposed by this bill the Gen- 


eral Staff has prepared full detailed studies of cost, 
systems of mobilization, administration and all other 
features which the department is prepared to submit 


whenever the Congressional committees call for them. 

The text of the bill as submitted by Secretary Baker 
and presented in the Senate on Aug. 4 by Senator Wads- 
worth follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the United States Army shall con- 
sist of general officers of the line, a General Staff Corps, an 
Adjutant Generai's Department, a Judge Advocate General's 
Department, a Quartermaster Corps, a Finance Department, a 
Transportation Corps, a Motor Transport Corps, a Medical 
Department, which shall consist of a Medical Corps, a Dental 
Corps, a Veterinary Corps and an Army Nurse Corps; & 
Corps of Engineers, an Ordnance Department, a Signal Corps, 


an Air Service, a Tank Corps, chaplains, band leaders, a 
Bureau of Insular Affairs, a Militia Bureau, detached officers, 
the professors and cadets of the United States Military Acad- 
emy, detachments for schools and disciplinary barracks, the 
Infantry, the Cavalry, the Field Artillery, the Coast Artillery 
Corps, an Officers’ Reserve Corps, unassigned recruits, and 
the officers and enlisted men of the retired list. From and 


within several branches the President shall form such 
military organizations and such territorial, field, or tactical 
units or organizations as he may deem necessary, all organized 


these 


as he may prescribe. The Regular Army shall remain as at 
present constituted by law until the President, under au- 
thority of this act, shall direct otherwise. The President 
shall merge, as expeditiously as possible after approval of 


this act, all now existing departments, bureaus and offices of 
the War Department into the organization herein prescribed 
or authorized; and shall have authority to make such distribu- 
tion or redistribution of the duties, powers, functions, records, 
property and personnel of such previously existing depart- 
ments, bureaus and offices as he may deem necessary for the 
eficiency of the military service, and authority to prescribe 
the duties, powers and functions of officers of the Services, 
units and organizations herein authorized or prescribed. 

Sec. 2. General Officers of the Line.—There shall be in the 
line o Army 6 lieutenant generals, 32 major generals and

such other military duties not otherwise assigned by law as 
may from time to time be prescribed by the President.

Subject to limitations contained in preceding paragraph, any 
person who has served as an officer of the U.S. Army may be 
appointed as a reserve officer in any grade for which qualified. 
Any person originally appointed in O.R.C. in time of peace

Sec. 33. Promotions.—Hereafter promotions in each branch 
ef the service to next te lowest commissioned grade therein 
shall, subject to examination required by existing law, be 
made according to seniority in lowest grade of that branch. 
Prometion to higher grades, below that of general officer, 
shall be made by selection from next lower grade in that 
branch of service in which vacancy exists. Any officer thus 
promoted, by either seniority or selection, shall have rank 
and pay from date of occurrence of vacancy to fill which he 
was promoted. 

Selections for promotion sball be made by a board of not 
less than 5 officers appointed by the President, and under 
such regulations as he may prescribe. The board will be 
limited in its selection to those officers who have been recom- 
mended for selection by their superiors throughout the estab- 
lished chain of command.

Whenever in time of peace an officer in any grade has been 
passed over in promotion by 25 per centum of number in 
that grade and branch, he shall be ordered before a board of 
5 officers appointed by the President, and on approved finding 
by such board that his service has been honest and faithful, 
he shall be placed on unlimited retired list; on approved 
finding that his service has not been honest and faithful, he 
will be discharged. 

Sec. 34. Termination of Certain Appointments.—Hereafter

service. \ll laws providing that certain appointments shall 
be provisional for a period of time are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 35. Enlistment Period.—Hereafter the period of enlist- 
ment in the Army shall be three years. Enlisted men now 
serving under enlistment contracts which provide for furloughs 
to Regular Army Reserve shall be entitled to complete dis- 
charge on completion of three years’ sevice, and such period 
of three years shall be counted as an enlistment period for 
purposes of pay; but no enlisted man shall be discharged under 
provisions of this section prior Yo termination of present 
emergency unless Secretary of War so directs. While in 
service enlisted men shail be given opportunity to study and 
receive instruction upon educational lines of such character as 
to increase their military efficiency and enable them to return 
to civil life better equipped for industrial, commercial nad 
general business oceupations. Civilian teachers may be em- 
ployed to aid in giving such instruction, part of which may 
consist of vocational training. The Secretary of War shall 
prescribe rules and regulations for conducting such instruetion 
and training. 

Sec. 37. Pay of Certain Enlisted Men.—Enlisted men whose 
pay is not specifically fixed by law shall receive pay of their 
grade in first of following branches of service in which pay of 
grade is specifically fixed by law: Q.M. Corps, Infantry, Cav- 
alry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery, Corps of Engineers. The 
base pay of regimental sergeants major, sergeants major 
(s.g.) and regimental supply sergeants shall be $75 per month; 
firemen of the Army Mine Planter Service shall receive in- 
erease for length of service as provided for enlisted men 
whose nominal base pay is $36 per month. 


Sec. 38. Estimates, Appropriations and Apportionments.—On 
or before Oct. 15 of each year the Secretary of War shall 
transmit to Secretary of Treasury, for transmission to Con- 
gress, estimate of financial needs of Army for ensuing fiscal 
year, prepared under supervision of Chief of Staff, and so 
arranged with necessary supporting data as to show amount 
required for support of each service of Army. Congress shall 
appropriate in one item for support of Army total amount of 
money authorized by them allowed therefor for ensuing fiscal 
year. Thirty days prior to first day of each quarter of fiscal 
year Secretary of War shall apportion money needed during 
such quarter by various services for which appropriations have 
been made. Chief of Staff shall advise Secretary of War as 


to necessary apportionments and shall cause to be kept such

this act upon publication ef said proclamation or through 
ether public notice as aforesaid; and any person who shall 
wilfully fail or refuse to present himself for registration or 
to submit thereto as herein provided, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall upon conviction in U.S. district court 
for district in which offense occurs be punished by imprison- 
ment for not more than one year, and shall thereupon be 
duly registered and examined for trainmg and trained under 
Previsions of this act. 

Sec. 42. Training Districts——For purpose of this training, 
the President shall divide all territory within continental 
limits of U.S. and territory of Hawaii and Porto Rico into 
such training districts or such other subdivisions as may be 
convenient and necessary. 

Sec. 43. Certificates—Each person exempted from training, 
or whose training has been deferred, I! be furnished with 
certificate showing his status and reasons therefor and each 
person who has completed training shall receive certificate of 
training, and any person who shall make, use or attempt to 
make or use, or procure to be made or used, a certificate 
without proper authority, shall be liable to penalties of this 
act as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 44. Expenses to be Paid.—-A person undergoing train- 
ing under this act shall not be entitled to pay. e shall be 
entitled te actual cost of transportation and a per diem allow- 
ance to be prescribed by Secretary of War for subsistence 
te and from place of training; and to subsistence, clothing, 
laundry service, medical attendance and an allowance of $5 
Per month in cash fer necessary expenses while undergoing 
training. 

In cases where the person liable for training shall present 
satisfactory evidence under regulations to be prescribed there- 
for, that he is supporting by his own labor, in whole or in 
part, a father, crippled, diseased or aged; a widowed mother; 
a brother; sister; wife or child, an amount equal to average 
monthly amount such individual has paid toward such support 
in six months preceding the training will be paid monthly to 
such dependent or dependents during the training: Provided, 
amount so paid shall in no case exceed in aggregate $50 per 
month. 

Sec. 45. Lecal Boards.—The President is authorized, in his 
discretion, to create and establish throughout continental lim- 
its of U.S. and in territory of Hawaii and Porto Rico not to 
exceed 200 local boards. Such boards shall be appointed 
under regulations to be prescribed by the President and shall 
eonsist of three or more members to be chosen from among 
Federal or state officials or other citizens: Provided, That no 
member of such boards shall be a member of the Regular 
Land and Naval Forces of U.S. The local boards shall have 
power within their respective jurisdictions to register and to 
have physically examined all persons liable to training, and 
to hear and determine, subject to review as hereinafter pro- 
vided, all questions of exemption or deferments from training 
and equivalent compensation. 

Sec. 46. Appeal Boards.—The President is authorized to 
establish appeal boards, not more than two in each state, 
territory, District of Columbia and in Hawaii and Porto Rico, 
each consisting of such number of citizens as the President 
may determine, who shall be appointed by the President: 
Provided, That no member of such boards shall be a member 
of Regular Land and Naval Forces of U.S., or of any local 
board. Such appeal boards shall review on appeal, and affirm, 
modify or reverse any decision of any local board having 
jurisdiction in area in which any such appeal board has juris- 
diction under rules and regulations prescribed by the Presi- 
dent. Decisions of such appeal boards shall be final. 

Sec. 47. Induction Service.—The President shall establish 
within War Department an Induction Service organized as he 
may prescribe to publish and enforce regulations issued by 
the President under authority of this act, to keep records 
and to perform such other duties with reference to induction 
of men as may be directed by the President. 

Any vacancy in any local board or any appeal board shall 
be filled in accordance with such regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the President, and any member of such local 
board or appeal board may be removed and another appointed 
in his place by the President. 

The President shall make rules and regulations governing 
organization and procedure of such local boards and appeal 
boards and providing necessary medical and clerical assistants, 
and providing for and governing appeals from said local 
boards to said appeal boards and reviews of decisions of any 
local board by appeal board having jurisdiction, and deter- 
mining and prescribing the several areas in which respective 
local boards and appeal boards shall have jurisdiction and all 
other rules and regulations necessary to carry out terms and 
provisions of this act with regard to induction. 

Sec. 48. Compensation.—aAll persons appointed on either the 
local boards or appeal boards other than public officials, Fed- 
eral or state employees, shall be paid not more than $10 per 
diem for each day they actually serve on such board, and all 
persons so appointed shall be reimbursed for actual expenses 
incurred in carrying out their official duties. 


See. 49. Persons to be Utilized for Carrying Ont of Pro- 
visions of This Act Relating to Induction.—The President is 
authorized to utilize the service of any or all departments and 
any or all officers or agents of U.S., territory of U.S., District 
of Columbia and, with their consent, of the several states, in 
execution of induction provisions of this act, and all officers 
and agents of U.S., territory of U.S. and District of Columbia, 
and all persons so designated or appointed under regulations 
prescribed by the President are hereby required ta. perform 
such duty as President shall order or direct and All such 
officers and agents and persons so designated or appointed 
shall hereby have full authority for all acts done by them in 
execution of induction provisions of this act by direction of 
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the President. Correspondence in execution of this act may 
be carried im penalty envelopes ing frank of War Depart- 
ment.

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THE SOLDIER’S PAY AND ALLOWANCES 
To THE Eprron OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

“Under the decision of the Comptroller, dated Dee 
13, 1917, men re-enlisting who were members of the 
Regular Army prior to April 2, 1917, are not entitled to 
travel pay. It is unquestionably true that prior to April 
2, 1917, the enlistment contract was fully undex 
stood and agreed to by these men and at a much lower 
rate of pay than has prevailed since June 1, 1917. The 





Government has lived up to its contract, even more in 
regard to pay.” The above, or words to that effect, are 
posted on our company’s bulletin beard. 

All Regulars whose service has been honest and faith 
ful have lived up to that contract. But conditions change 
and one condition arose since which the Government or 
the soldier could not possibly foresee. That is, that 
this or any other country could not maintain an army 
with two rates of pay for practically the same service 
without friction, discord and discontent, especially in @ 
state of war. ‘That is the only reason that I can see 
why the Regular soldier ever had his pay raised at all. 
Anyone who knows anything about the Regular knows 
that the service rendered was well worth the money. 


No person iikes to see war, but when war docs come the 
Regular desires and he should get as much out of it as 
any other soldicr performing a like duty. 

Two items that I and many other Regulars figured 


upon at re-enlisting prior to April 2, 1917, were the 
travel pay and the clothing allowance. Why did I get 
travel pay at other times and not a cent now? The 
elothing allowance prior to April 2, 1917, allowed care- 
fn! soldiers a saving that In many cases paid for altera- 
tions and a little on the side for being careful with his 
clothes. That has been entirely cut out and I doubt if 


there is a soldier who served from June 30, 1917, to 
June 30, 1919, who bas not spent from $10 to $100 for 
clothes, alterations or repairs. . 

A discrimination seems to exist since the armistice In 
the matter of travel pay on final statements. In othe? 
deys the Regular was entitled to it—why not now— 
when others are? If laws enacted cause this discrimina- 
tian, why have they not been changed? It gives the new 
recruit something to think about when he hears men 


about the squad room say they have been buncoed out of 
their travel pay. ; 
During the war the rise in prices affected the soldier 
as well as the civilian. The only things that I can see 
that did not rise are borax and issue salt—articles that 
a little goes-a Jong way. A soldicr occasionally goes to 


a dance or a show; he uses toilet articles when he has 
money to buy them; he is human and likes sweets 0cc@ 
sioually. You certainly know he smokes, and three 
suits of underwear and three pairs of socks are not 
enough for any human during hot weather. If you were 
a soldicr, there are times when you would have to dig 
to pay for a feed for yourself and maybe your best girl 
With travel pay and clothing allowance cut out and ir 
surauce and war tax to pay a soldier is not making 
much, if he is in the best-paid army in the wortd. But 
he is not a profiteer—he has no desire for riches—*e} 
looking only to the day when he can retire and live 
peace the few months or years the good Lord and 10 
Congress allows him after serving a grateful nati 
thirty years. 

1 respectfully request the persons who caused tra 
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pay to be cut out to look at this matter as a person 
should, regardless of the Government, the soldier or the 

mey involved; on a business basis, with justice for all 

meerned. -Soldiers on all former enlistments were 
given travel pay at discharge and upon re-enlisting fig- 
ured on receiving it again. If their pay was raised dur- 
ing the war, is that a just reason to cut out the travel 
pay and to eliminate that which careful soldiers could 
save on their clothing? Is it just to allow it to one 
soldier and absolutely. take it away from another, both 

erforming a like service? The bonus melts away like 

ice on a summer’s day when your home {s in San Fran- 
cisco and you are dumped off in New York or Virginia 
upon arrival from France. If you are a non-commissioned 
officer you may be transferred upon re-enlistment if the 
War Department sees fit; but you lose again, for nine 
out of ten transfers mean reduction in grade. 

It all may be according to law, but when the travel 
pay was cut from the Regular there was an injustice 
done. Congress should make this right and as scon as 
possible, and let the Regular fight, live and die as he 
always should, with a heart full of love for his country, 
its institutions, its people and its flag.

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OFFICERS’ PAY. 
To THE EprToR oF THE ARMY AND NAvY JOURNAL: 

A question being asked in Army circles is: “Why are 
so many officers resigning?” The average civilian re- 
plies: “I suppose they think the profession of fighting is 
a dead one and that the incentive of battle no longer 
lures them.” But the junior officers of the Army reply: 
“Why stay in the Army and starve?’ 

It has now come to the point where we cannot live on 
the salaries which we draw. This applies particularly 
to married officers. No officer, no matter how mutch he 
loves the Service, can afford to stay im on a salary which 
is a minus net profit at the end of each month. Re- 
cently officers have resigned who have spent years at 
their profession and who have received excellent educa- 
tions at West Point and other schools at great expense 
to the Government. Why not pay these officers a living 
wage and save their services to the country? 

The cost of the necessities of life is on such a high 
scale that the officer depending only on his salary finds 
himself unable to meet it. Our salaries do not keep pace. 
The writer now draws the salary of a major. He lives in 
a modest home, rides the street-cars, denies himself the 
ordinary luxuries of life, and yet at the end of the 
month he always finds his bank balance zero. At the 
same time he sees men without education or expensive 
training or half his intelligence riding in automobiles 
and attending theaters. The great question now in his 
mind is: “How am I going to live when I revert to my 
former grade of captain?’ 

Hundreds of us are all looking forward to see what is 
going to be done for us. We see nothing yet.

COUNSEL IN ARMY COURTS. 
To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Apropos of courts-martial, it is averred by Mr. Ed- 
ward N. White, of Chicago, that “The system of ap- 
pointing counsel for the defense is all right in theory, 
but as carried out is a joke.’”” Having served as coun- 
sel in some two hundred cases, more or less, during my 
term of active duty in the Army, I beg leave to state 
that never in a single instance did I take my duty as a 
joke, but did the best I could to give the accused the 
benefit of all the law and evidence that could be ad- 
duced in his.favor. I believe that officers sworn to 
serve faithfully in any capacity could—at least most of 
them—show a good record. I have been present at 
civil trials where counsel appointed by the court cer- 
tainly made but a poor showing. Civil or military, the 
matter reduces to a question of the personal equation. 
I have had many interesting experiences, often involvy- 
ing trials for murder, and at the risk of appearing ego- 
tistical I will narrate a few of them. 

In Binalonan, Luzon, a Presidente and several of 
his cabezas were presented for the murder of an Ameri- 
can miner. The evidence against them was very strong, 
but I was able to produce sufficient testimony to secure 
their acquittal. Shortly before the order came for their 
release a band of several hundred ladrones surrendered 
on promise of amnesty, and several of the surrendered 
ladrones confessed to the murder of the miner. 

A Filipino ladrone was accused of the murder of a 
native prisoner. It was proved that he fired the shot 
which killed the man, but I was able to show that he 
did it under duress, a pistol being held to his head by 
that arch-villain Mansac, afterwards hanged, with the 
threat that unless he killed the prisoner his own braine 
would be blown out. The man got off with a minimum 
sentence. ~ 

A Filipino was on trial for the murder of an Ameri- 
can soldier. The solitary witness, who stated that he 
was hidden in a clump of bushes, gave a most graphic 
description of the murder and casting of the body into 
a nearby stream. He recognized the accused as the 
murderer. On cross-examination he acknowledged that 
the prisoner was a stranger to him prior to the murder, 
and that he was about 200 yards distant from the spot 
where the tragedy occurred. I claimed that it was im- 
probable, if not impossible, to identify the features of 
a stranger, or indeed of any one, at that distance, and 
te prove it I persuaded the court to make a practical 











test. Some score of soldiers were stationed in a house 
about the distance named, and I had them pass one by 
one across the street. The officers were unable to iden- 
tify by face any of them. After a hard fight I secured 
the acquittal of the accused, and subsequently the star 
witness was accused and found guilty of the murder 
and executed therefor. 

A Filipino was arraigned before the Commission ac- 
cused of murder in the early days of the war. The date 
being determined, which was just after the battle of 
Manila Bay, and before the conquest of Manila, while 
the murder had occurred over a hundred miles away, I 
refused to plead, denying the jurisdiction of the court 
as not as yet “being in military occupancy of the coun- 
try,” which plea was denied by the court. I made no 
defense whatever, and the Judge Advocate approving 
my contention, the verdict was disapproved, and the 
man’s release was ordered by the commanding general. 

I might continue the tale to great extent, but all I 
wish to demonstrate is that one counsel at least took 
his work seriously. :

SELECTION AND PERSONAL INTEREST. 
To THE EpiToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Every Army ~-fficer has an interest that is personal, 
and an interest in the Army. The history of the Army 
for the past fifty years, to go back no farther, shows 
that the Army officer personnel has never of itself been 
able to act together. It has never been forced to the 
point or educated to the point where it saw the Army 
as a whole and acted on that seeing. In other words, 
the personal interest has been the ruling factor of the 
Army. 

Promotion by selection is a business proposition, and 
business is a purely personal interest proposition. Offi- 
cers will work to be selected for promotion all right, but 
they will work for that promotion as a personal matter. 
That means they will help those who can help them, or 
they will build up pull. 

An army differs, or should differ, from a political ma- 
chine, in principle. An army serves others. A_politi- 
cal machine serves for its own purposes. It has been 
announced by a very high authority that the United 
States secks an army with a democratic character. I 
take it that the character meant is where the honor of 
performing the service is vastly superior to the rank 
held in the Service. Theoretically, promotion by sclec- 
tion would work this out perfectly. Practically, our 
democracy is so thin that we exalt official rank and re- 
gard it as a personal affair rather than as an opportunity 
for increased usefulness. That is, personal interest and 
personal ambition are thewactual motives in at least 
ninety per cent. of the cases which impel men to seek 
preferment. 

Such being the case, it is apparent that promotion by 
selection will be about nine parts pull and one part 
merit; and the democracy sought will be about ten per 
cent. secured. Army democracy can only come from 
wholesale military: education. The Army regards pro- 
motion by selection just as Sherman regarded war. It 
is bound to happen now and then, but having it all the 
time would do to the Army just what is happening in 
Mexico. Carranza’s army, Villa’s army, etc., but not 
Mexico’s army. DAMOCLES. 
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THE ARMY UNIFORM. 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Now that Congress has determined the size of the 
future Army, one that is practically the same as under 
the National Defense Act of 1916, let us return to a 
normal footing as soon as possible. Above all, let us 
wear civilian clothes when off duty. This permission 
should @ome any day, so that we need no longer walk 
about to be insulted by discharged men whose uniform is 
now their work suit. 

And blues. Let us have them. How much more pride 
our enlisted men took in their uniform when they had 
blues. How much recruiting would be aided. Look at 
the marine’s uniform; it is one of the causes for their 
esprit de corps. We have a dress uniform that is typic- 
ally American. Seventy-five per cent. of all officers will 
have them. Make provisionals get only their dress and 
service. Let us keep the special evening dress. We sin- 
gle officers know what a thrill we give with those 
heavily laden shoulders. They are more economical than 
civilian full dress, which one has to have anyway, and 
do not go out of style. You can have your antedated 
swallow-tail turned into a special evening dress for 
little money. ‘ ‘ 

Full dress let us either do away with entirely or let 
us create more occasions for wearing it—make it com- 
pulsory in garrison on Sundays and holidays, for public 
ceremonies, for weddings, etc. Above all, do not take it 
away from our attachés abroad. They would look cheap 
next to everyone else’s gold braid. It is a decidedly 
American uniform—I’m for it. 

There is more psychology than mere vanity in the 
decorative uniform, especially now since the profession 
of arms has become a most honorable one in the public 
eye; particularly so in the Regular Army.

FURLOUGH TO RESERVE. 
To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOUGNAL: 

It is not transportation and the $60 bonus we are 
looking for, but the question uppermost in our minds is: 
When are we going to be furloughed to the Reserve? 
A man enlisting for a certain period knows defmitely 
when he will be discharged, and is enabled to make 
plans for the future, but the contract under which we 
enlisted was the Act of Aug. 24, 1912. We have served 
more than our prescribed term of active service and 
would like to know definitely when we will be fur- 
loughed to the Reserve, in order that we may make our 
plans to return to civil life. A number of men have po- 
sitions open to them, and many are in danger of losing 
them, unless given some idea when they will be. allowed 
to return to them. We understand that the War De- 
partment does not intend to retain us & active service 
for our complete seven years. 

The men of the Regular Army have served their 
country faithfully, and it is natural that they should 
feel neglected as they watch the emergency men leave 
the Army and take up all the vacant positions in civil 





life. So we are hoping that we will reeeive definite in- 
formation on this subject. 
REGULAR RESERVIST. 
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THE OLD NON-COM. STAFF OFFICER. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

In the present scheme for demobilizing the emergency 
Army, one class of enlisted men appears to have been 
overlooked ; the non-commissioned staff officer of the old 
Regular Army. Practically all of them were commis- 
sioned during the war. A law was enacted providing 
that these men, upon discharge from commissioned ser- 
vice, could re-enlist and would revert to their original 
grades hekd at time of commission. Here is where the 
shoe pinches. Nearly all the N.C. staff are married 
men. A large proportion are within a few years of re- 
tirement; they have spent the best part of their lives in. 
the Army, and are now too old to start life anew, in civil 
life. There is nothing else_for them except’ to assume 
their former status. As a whole, they have made-good 
as commissioned officers, A few have attained the rank 
of lieutenant colonel, of major, and many more of cap- 
tain. Some will not re-enlist, particularly those not 
too old to enter commercial life. However, the greater 
proportion of the N.C. staff are compelled to remain, for 
the reasons stated above. 

Here is where the shoe commences to be painful. The 
pay of the Army was fixed by Act of May t1, 1908, At 
the time the United States entered the war, pay of en- 
listed men was increased as follows: For privates, 
100 per cent.; for lower grades of non-commissioned offi- 
cers, approximately forty per cent.; but for the higher 
grades—the N.C. staff—an increase of only about eight 
per cent. At that time, the salary of the married man, 
due to increased cost of living, was barely an existence. 
Now, when he goes back to that salary, he cannot even 
exist. Everyone knows that since the beginning of the 
war, living expenses have advanced over 100 per e¢ent. 
The salaries of all civilian employces of the Army, as 
well as the wages of all classes of workers in civil life, 
have been materially increased to meet the advanced cost 
of a livelihood. 

Is the best and most reliable class of enlisted men in 
the Army to have this injustice foreed upon it? Inas- 
much as these men have made good in time of peace as 
well as in war, and will continue to do so, will not some 
one take the initial step that will insure them at least 
a living salary? Has anyone in authority ever consid- 
ered that the wages now paid for common labor, in civil 
life, are greater than will be paid to the N.C. staff offi- 
cers of our Army. In civil life the skilled laborer’s 
wage almost trebies that of the N.C. staff officer. Is 
there anywhere, in civil life, a class of men as highly 
trained, as skilled in their occupations, as are the N.C. 
staff officers of our old Reguiazr Arms? Is there a class 
that equals them in dependability and trustworthiness? 
Therefore, why not give him, at least, a living wage?

To tug Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In February, 1918, a number of men graduated.from 
the 5th Provisional Candidates’ Battalion, Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kas., were given Reserve commissions, placed on 
the eligible list for provisional appointment and were 
promised provisional commissions. Some of them were 
fortunate enough to receive the same, but im September, 
1918, all provisiona! appointments in the Regular Army 
were discontinued during the period of the emergency. 

It would seem that the emergency is almost over now 
and it is believed that this eligible list should be re- 
vived, except that no man thereon should be nominated 
for provisional appointment who is not now rated as a 
class three officer. It is doubtfal if there will be more 
than 150 of such oflicers at the present time, and as they 
qualified for provisional appointment, and were definitely 
promised the same by the War Department, it would 
certainly seem an unwarranted breach of contract on 
the part of the War Department not to revive the eligi- 
ble list to include only the class three officers thereon. 
The others would have no kick coming, for if they 
didn’t get classified as class three they would have been 
eliminated as provisionals anyway. 

The June 1, 1919, Army List and Directory showed 
the following vacancies in the grade of second lieu- 
tenant: 
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It is noticed also that about 150 vacancies exist in the 
grade of first lieutenant of Infantry, which when filled 
by promotion of the senior second lieutenants will result 
in that many additional vacancies in the grade of second 
lieutenant of Infantry, making a total of approximately 
800 vacancies in the Infantry. Surely the War Depart- 
ment can keep its promise. 

I am not one of the victims, but an officer of over 
twelve years’ service and like to see my establishment 
maintain its integrity.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Col. John Quincy Adams, U.S.A., retired, a veteran of 
the Civil and Indian Wars, died at his home, Norwalk, 
Ohio, Aug. 4, 1919. He was born in New York May 29, 
1843, and during the Civil War he joined the 88th Ohio 
Volunteers as a private, May 26, 1862. He subsequently 
served as a quartermaster sergeant in the 10th Ohio 
Cavairy and as a private in the battalion of Cavalry of 
the Mississippi Marine Brigade. He was appointed a 
second lieutenant of the Signal Corps, U.S. Volunteers, 
in 1863, and entered the Regular Army as a second lieu- 
tenant of the Ist Cavalry, Aug. 17, 1867. He remained 
an officer of the Ist Cavalry until retired, with the rank 
of captain, on Nov. 6, 1896, at his own request. He was 
advanced to major on the retired list for Civil War ser- 
vice in June, 1916, and was later advanced to colonel. 
He received the brevet of first lieutenant, U.S.A., for 
gallant and meritorious services in the Signal Corps, and 
at the b&ttle of Allatoona, Ga., and the brevet of captain 
for gallant and meritorious services at the capture of 
Fort McAllister and Savannah, Ga., and during the war.

An interesting booklet, descriptive of Gettysburg, de- 
picting the various points of interest on this historic 
and once bloody field and the movements of the Federal 
and Confederate armies on tbose fateful days in July, 
1863, and advising visitors, more particularly motorists, 
how these points may be most advantageously reached, 
has been published by Robert Bruce, of Clinton, N.Y., 
and the Automobile Club of America.

The booklet contains a number of excel- 
lent photographs of monuments marking historic spots 
on the battlefield as well as several maps, prepared by the 
Gettysburg National Park Commission, which aid in 
locating landmarks on the actual field of battle as well 
as nearby.

Next time, 
those German leaders say, they will have more thought 
for their men.”

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WELCOME TO 2p Division, U.S.A. 

By the time this edition of the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL reaches its readers the 2d Division of the 
Regular Army, which sustained the greatest battle losses 
in the fighting in France of any division of the U.S. 
Army, will have paraded in the city of New York. This 
gallant division was made up of organizations of the 
Regular Army, the U.S. Marine Corps, and some Navy 
Medical units, and it was unique in representing these 
three elements of the Regular forces. The division took 
part in some of the heaviest battles of the war. Dur- 
ing its battle work at Chateau-Thierry it was under 
command of Major Gen. Omar Bundy, U.S.A. At Sois- 
sons the division was under command of Major Gen. 
James G. Harbord, and following the Soissons phase of 
the attack on the German army Major Gen. John A. 
Lejeune, U.S.M.C., was in command of the division in 
battle. Brig. Gen. Preston Brown, U.S.A., was chief of 
staff of the 2d Division from its first fighting to the 
end and among the many officers deserving of praise 
for notable work in connection with battle plans and 
movements. The parade which the 2d Division made 
Aug. 8 in New York was the largest parade of Regular 
forces from the field of battle ever held in that city. 
It was made with Major Gen. John A. Lejeune, U.S.M.

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REMOVAL FROM DETACHED OFFICERS’ LIST. 


The Judge Advocate General, in an opinion rendered 
dalg 15, advised that officers who are cn the Detached 
Officers’ List must be removed from that list before be- 
ing detailed to staff duty. The opinion was rendered 
pursuant to a request from Major Gen. Henry Jervey, 
director of the Operations Division, General Staff, who 
wrote: “In making details to the several staff depart- 
ments it is found that in a number of cases the officers 
desired are already on the Detached Officers’ List and 
are, therefore, ineligible for staff details. A man can- 
not be a member of a staff department and at the same 
time on the Detached Officers’ List. Moreover, Section 
25, Act of June 3, 1916, prohibits the removal of an 
officer from the Detached Officers’ List except under 
certain conditions therein named. Section 11, Act of 
May 18, 1917, suspends for the period of the emergency 
‘all existing restrictions upon the detail, detachment 
and employment of officers.’ It woild appear that as 
a result of this section an officer on the Detached Offi- 
cers’ List may be detailed in a staff department; it 
would then follow that as he cannot be carried both on 
the Detached Officers’ List and in the staff department 
— ypame may, and must be, removed from the former 
ist. 

The opinion of the Judge Advocate General reads: 
“The purpose of the Act of 1917 was to increase tem- 
porarily the military establishment of the United States 
and to give the President the greatest freedom of action 
in its organization. It is therefore the opinion of this 
office that the effect of Section 11 of the Act of 1917, 
supra, is to suspend for the time being all restrictions

NEW FILING SYSTEM FOR U.S. ARMY. 


The Adjutant General’s Office has installed a new 
system of filing enlisted men’s records for the Regular 
Army. The present plan, which does away with the 
old muster-roll system, effects such an economy of space 
and labor that the entire personnel records of the Army 
of more than 90,000 already enlisted are kept in one 
room at twenty-five desks. ‘These records are kept by 
an automatic filing system, and are open to immediate 
access at all times. This plan is a distinct improve- 
ment over the old system, facilitates consultation of 
any soldier’s record and at the same time conserves 
time and labor. In view of the publication of a report 
recently which asserted that the installation of the new 
plan woukd result in the abandonment of a g sys- 
tem already in effect, The Adjutant General’s Office has 
issued the following comparison between the old and 
new methods: 

“After the close of the Civil War because of the 
great difficulty of tracing individuals through many 
records the transcribing of the individual records to a 
ecard system was undertaken and carried through. It 
was a tremendous task, ex ing over many years at 
a cost of millions of dollars. This great labor and cost 
will now be saved to the Government as the present 
method of filing keeps the record of the individual to- 
gether as described here. 

“Until July 1, 1918, the record of duty and status, 

with chan therein, of an enlisted man, as forwarded 
to The Adjutant Gencral for file, was contained on the 
bimonthly muster roll of the organization to which the 
man was assigned or attached. The muster roll con- 
tained the names of all the officers and men of the or- 
ganization. When an enlisted man was transferred 
from one organization to another he was dropped on the 
roll of the old organization with a statement as to where 
he had been sent, and he was taken up on the muster 
roll of the new organization. This was repeated each 
time the man was transferred. While this method was 
in operation, if the location and status of an individual 
was desired and the present status was not known by 
the one applying for the information, it was necessary 
to trace the man from roll to roll until he was finally 
located. In other words, the record of the individual 
was not filed in one place, and it took time and many 
clerks to search the records. By the new method a file 
is kept in the office of The Adjutant General for each 
individual and the changes in duty and status as they 
occur are reported individually on report of change and 
the individual report placed in the file of the men re- 
ported upon, where it is instantly available for refer- 
ence. 
“Since the new system has been in effect the average 
number of changes that an enlisted man of the 4,000,- 
000 in the Army has passed through is cbout eight. If 
the old system had been continued, when the record of 
the enlisted man with the maximum number of changes 
was inquired into, a very large number of muster rolls, 
filed in many places, would have to be searched, a long, 
tedious task, sometimes taking days or weeks. In the 
new system the file of the individual can be searched in 
a few minutes ind the information obtained. By the 
old system the reports on the muster rolls were ren- 
dered only bimonthly, which in some cases would mean 
that a change in status might occur from two to three 
months before the report of it reached the office of The 
Adjutant General. By the new method the report is 
forwarded on the day after the change occurs and it 
reaches The Adjutant General in a reasonable time. If 
the record of an individual is incomplete or inaccurate 
it is not the fault of the new system, but is one of 
preparation or transmission, which might occur in either 
method, in fact inaccuracies and failures in transmis- 
sion are far more easily and much more qui-kly detected 
by the new method. The records of enlisted men in the 
Service are practically up-to-date, and those that are fn 
error or incomplete comprise a very smal] minority.”

Air Center for Pacific Coast. 


An enterprise which in Air Service circles is consid- 
ered of importance to aeronautics on the Pacific Coast 
has been started by a rubber manufacturing corpora- 
tion within five miles of the center of Los Angeles, 
Calif. An extensive fabricating plant will contain a 
complete balloon manufacturing department, and there 
have been projected two large balloon hangars and sey- 
eral airplane hangars. One hundred and sixty acres are 
being prepared to afford all facilities for a first class 
landing field. The whole site occupies land one mile 
square. The site is a short distance from Ross Field, 
the “Army station at Arcadia. 


Great Size of Navy’s New Hangar. 


The great size of the hangar for the first dirigible 
which the Navy is to purchase in England at a cost of 
2,500,000 may be visualized by consideration of its out- 
side dimensions. While the hangar, which will be 
erected at Lakehurst, N.J., is designed to be 800 feet 
long, 265 feet wide and 174 feet high, the ground actually 
occupied by this immense structure will be a space 920 
feet long and 352 feet wide. From ground to peak will 
be more than 200 feet. The doors, of which there will 
be four, two on each end, will be 129 feet wide and 174 
feet high. The total steel tonnage exceeds 6,000 and 
the cubic content will be 50,000,000 feet. The building 
will have a blended colored corrugated asbestos covering 
which will make it_absolutely fireproof. Series of win- 
dows and skylights on all sides will afford ample light, 
while numerous staircases and two elevators will lead 
to the roof. In the spaces between the great trusses 
that support the hangar will be placed the numerous 
shops necessary in the maintenance of a rigid dirigible. 
Three railroad tracks will run the entire length of the 
hangar and the doors will run along these tracks and 
will incidentally be used as traveling cranes. The 
hangar will hold one 10,000,000 cubic feet ship with two 
smaller ones at the side, or two 5,000,000 cubic feet 
ships side by side. As soon as the helium plant at Fort 
Worth, Texas, is completed, the use of hydrogen gas 
will be discontinued, removing the only cause of fire.

CHANGES IN ARMY REGULATIONS. 


The War Department announces that Par. 399, Army Regula- 
tions, 1913, is being amended as follows: “It is the custom of 
foreign ships of war, on entering a harbor or passing near a 
fortification, to display at the main the flag of the country in 
whose waters they are, and to salute it. In our own and for- 
eign navies it is the rule to fire salutes only between eight a.m. 
and sunset. On completion of salute to flag, a salute of the 
same number of guns will be immediately returned by desig- 
nated saluting station. Should a foreign man-of-war enter a 
harbor or pass near a fortification before sunset the saluting 
battery will be immediately manned and held in readiness to 
gece the salute to the Zag Sj. should an entrance to the harbor 
be made after sunset the sa'nte to the flag may be expected at 
eight a.m. the following morning, at which hour the saluting 
battery will be marined and in readiness to return to it. Uni 
States vessels return salutes to flags in United States waters 
only when there is no fort or battery designated to do so. 
United States vessels do not salute United States forts or posts 
and converse. The salute to the flag is the only salute returned. 
Failure to return such salutes is regarded as lack of friendship 
justifying explanation. If notice of intention to salute flag be 
received by a fort not the saluting station, such fort immedi- 
ately notifies saluting station and informs vessel of fact.”

Roy S. Spangler, Inf., was convicted by a G.C.M. at 
Camp Sheridan, Ala., on Feb. 13, 1919, of having while ex- 
change officer of the 67th Infantry exchange stolen $155, and 
also with having officially certified that the accounts of the ex- 
change had been closed out and turned over to a civilian, which 
statement he knew to be false. He was sentenced to be dis- 
missed the Service and confined at ‘hard labor for one year. 


The President confirmed the sentence. (G.C.M.O. 182, War 
Dept., June 18, 1919.) 
Lieut. Eugene W. Tippetts, 29th Inf., was convicted by a 


G.C.M, at Camp Beauregard, La., on Feb. 7, 1919, of having 
broken restriction to camp and of having falsely denied to his 


commanding officer that he owed momey to a civilian. He was 
sentenced to be dismissed the Army. The President commuted 
the sentence to a reprimand by commanding general, Camp 


Beauregard, restriction to limits of his post for three months 
and forfeiture of $25 per month pay for three months. (G.C.

Lieut, Ulric J. Martell, Inf., was found guilty by a G.C.M. at 
Camp Travis, Texas, on Jan. 13, 1919, of having forged a num- 
ber of checks at Camp Travis. He was sentenced to be dis- 
honorably dischargéd and confined at hard labor for five years. 
The President commuted the sentence to two years. (G.C.M.O, 
194, War Dept., June’24, 1919.) - 

Pvt. John Sullivan, 28th Inf., was .brought before a G.CM.. 
at headquarters, 2d.Infantry Brigade, A.E.F.,. Germany, charged 
with having. misappropriated 3,934 marks, the funds of the 
Y.M.C.A. at Berod, Germany. He was sentenced to be confined 
at hard labor for six months and forfeit two-thirds of his pay 
for a like period. The reviewing authority approved the sen- 
tence, but-the Judge Advocate, War Department,, ruled that 
“while the specification originally stated thatthe money misap- 
propriated was a part of the funds in his hands belonging .ta 
the Y.M.C.A., that statement was eliminated by the findings. 
Inasmuch as the court excepted from its findings the words 
‘knowingly and wilfully misappropriated,’ and the fact that the 
money squandered and -used was' a part of the funds of the 
Y.M.C.A., there is nothing to show that the act was criminal. 
In the absence of some. word or allegation to the contrary an 
act must be presumed to be lawful and innocent, and such be- 
ing the presumption in the present case, the accused has not 
been found guilty ‘of a violation of the 96th or any other A.W.”

of the United States and entitled to pay and allowances. The 

accused will be discharged from the Service under the provisions 
of A.R. 139 and 150 (3).” (G.C.M.0, 202, War Dept., June 
26, 1919.) 

Cook Robert Neilson, 358th Inf., was convicted by a G.C.M. 
at headquarters 358th Infantry, American E.F., on Jan. 18, 
1919, of having shot with intent to kill Pvt. Richard Lay, 358th 
Inf. He was sentenced to be dishonorably discharged and con- 
fined at hard labor for one year. The Secretary of War an- 
nounced that “the specification does not allege facts sufficient to 
constitute an offense under the 93d or any other A.W. in that 
it fails to charge the accused with the commission of an un- 
lawful act, neglect, crime or offedse. The failure to allege that 
the’ act complained of was felewious or unlawful is a fatal de- 
fect, and is not legally suffcient to sustain the findings of 
guilt upon the charge and specification thereunder and the 
sentence of the court.’ The accused was ordered released from 
confinement. (G.C.M.O. 203,-War Dept., June 27, 1919.) 

Capt. Edwin’ C, Weisgerber, Corps of Engrs., was convicted 
by a G.C.M. at Governors Island, N.Y., on March 24, 1919, of 
violation of the 95th and 96th A.W., and sentenced to be dis- 
missed the Service. The President confirmed the sentence and 
remitted it. Captain Weisgerber was restored to duty. (G.C. 
M.O, 204, War Dept., June 28, 1919.) 

Lieut. Roy F. Reid, Field Art., was found guilty by a G.C.M. 
at Camp Zachary Taylor, Ky., on March 10, 1919, of having 
told Capt. H. P. Rives, assistant to the provost marshal at 
Camp Zachary Taylor, that his name was “Brown,” which 
statement he knew to be untrue. He was sentenced to be dis- 
missed the Service. The President commuted the sentence to 
a reprimand by commanding officer, Camp Zachary Taylor, re- 
striction to the limits of post for three months and forfeiture of 
$25. per month pay. for same period. .(G.C.M.O. 205, War 
Dept., June 30, 1919.) ¢ 

Lieut. Leo G. Guyer, 
G.C.M. at Camp Jackson, 8.C., on March 14, 1919, charged 
with violation of the 95th and 96th A.W. He was sentenced to 
be dismissed the Army and confined at hard labor for five years. 
The President confirmed the sentence. (G.C.M.0. 206, War 
Dept., July 1, 1919.) ~ 

Lieut, Halder E. Perry, 81st Inf., was convicted by a G.C.M. 
at Camp Kearny, Calif., on Dec. 16, 1919, of having shot and 
killed Capt. Abram Posner, 8tst Inf., in the highway near San 
Diego, Calif., on Dec. 1, 1918, and of having deserted on the 
same day. He was sentenced to be hung. The President com- 
muted the sentence to dismissal from the Army and confinement 
at hard labor for life. (G.C.M.O., July 1, 1919.) 

Capt. Edward M. Harding, Signal Corps. was brought before 
a G.C.M. at Govenors Island, N.Y., on April 8, 1919, and con- 
victed of having taken an Army automobile from a M.T.C. 
garage in violation of orders and of having broken arrest. He 
was sentenced to be dismissed the Service. Tae President com- 
muted the sentence to a reprimand by the commanding general, 
Eastern Dept. (G.C.M.O. 208, War Dept., July 3, 1919.) 

Lieut. Raymond W. Bowdoin, Inf., was found guilty by a 
G.C.M, at Camp Dix, N.J., on March 3, 1919, of being A.W.O.L. 
and of having falsely told his commanding officer that the reason 
for his absence was the illiess of his wife-in New York city. 
He was sentenced to. be dismissed the Army. The President com- 
muted the sentence to a reprimand, to be administered by the 
commanding general, Camp Dix, restriction to limits of his 
post for six months and forfeiture of $50-per month pay for a 
like period...

The President commuted the 
sentence to a reprimand by the commanding general, South- 
eastern Department, restriction to limits of his post for six 
months and the forfeitrre of $25 per month pay for a like 
period.

Capt. Joseph Raedig, U.S., Guards, was found guilty by a 
G.C.M. at Camp Dix, N.J., on April 24, 1919, of having stolen 
a photographic camera, property of the United States. He was 
sentenced to be dismissed. the Service. The President confirmed 
the sentence. (G.C.M.O. 211,.War Dept., July 5, 1919.) 

Lieut. Edgar Black, 29th Inf., was brought before a G.C.M. 
at Camp Shelby, Miss.,.on April.3, 1919, and convicted of hav- 
ing appropriated money belonging to enlisted men and te having 
been drunk: in camp. -.He was sentenced to be dismissed the 
Army.

and of breaking arrest.. He was sentenced to be dismissed the 
Army. The President confirmed the sentence. (G.C.M.O. 217, 
War Dept., July 12, 1919.) 

Pvt. Lester G. Ott, Ist Casual Batin., Conscientious Objec- 
tors, stationed at Fort Riley, Kas., was found guilty by a 
G.C.M, at Camp Funston, Kas., on Oct. 25, 1918, of having re- 
fused to obey an order of Col. J. C. Waterman, U.S.A., to clean 
up a pile of dirt.

ARMY DISCHARGES AND THE GRATUITY. 


The War Department rescinded Paragraph 8, Circu- 
lar No. 218, War Dept., 1919, on Aug. 2, and directed 
that a circular be published to the Service containing 
the following provisions; 

“Paragraph 8 of the amendment of March 14, 1919, is 
amended to provide that a discharge to accept a com- 
mission where acceptance*of commission is a condition 
upon which discharge is granted, shold not be consid- 
ered a discharge for the purpose of this act, as in such 
ease there is not a complete separation from the Ser- 
vice, and persons discharged -znder such conditions are 
not entitled to receive gratuity provided for in this act 
until they resign or are discharged from their commis- 
sions under: conditions set forth in the act. 

“This applies to cases in which discharge is obtained 
only because a promise is made to accept a commis- 
sion or other appointment immediately, and the person 
is..not.at liberty thereupon, to refuse to. continue his 
military. status. engi 44) Se 7 ‘ 

“The term ‘separation from-the Service’ as used in thé 


Med. Corps, was brought before a~ 





third paragraph, Section 1406, Revenue Act of Feb. 24, 
1919, supra, refers to separation caused by being dis- 
charged under ‘honorable conditions,’ or in case of Re- 
servists being placed on inactive duty, etc., as will result 
in a complete termination of the current term of enlist- 
ment or service. 

_ “If discharge does not terminate an enlisted man’s 
current enlistment or term of service’ he is not entitled 


to the bonus, 

“Re-enlistment after Being unconditionally discharged 
does not deprive a soldier of the bonus; discharge upon 
condition of accepting appointment as Army field clerk 
does not entitle a soldier to the bonus. However, when 
he resigns or is discharged from such appointment and 
his separation is under honorable conditions, be is then 
entitled to the bonus. Discharge of an enlisted man on 
condition of accepting a commission in the Regular 
Army does not entitle him to the bonus. A commis- 
siongd officer who resigns or is discha under hen- 
orable conditions is entitled to the bonus.

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THE TWO UNIVERSAL SERVICE BILLS. 

Following the introduction by Senator Chamberlain 
and Representative Kahn in their respective houses of 
Congress on Aug. 1 of identical bills called the National 
Service Act, a summary of which appeared in our issue 
of Aug. 2, page 1676, Secretary of War Baker sent to 
the Senate on Aug. 4, a draft of a bill for the reorgan- 
ization of the Army that was prepared by the Generai 
Staff and which includes provision for a system of uni- 
versal training. The complete text of the bill appears 
on pages 1695 and 1696 and, as will be seen by those 
studying it, is practically identical with the emergency 
Army reorganization bill which was printed in our issue 
of Jan. 18, page 713, except for the universal training 
feature (in Sections 39-52) and some other details which 
we note elsewhere. The striking difference between the 
two bills in the beginning is that the General Staff 
measure is tentative since, as Mr. Baker pointed out in 
his letter to Senator Wadsworth accompanying the bill, 
the War Department is “still unadvised by that intimate 
consultation of the experience and judgment of General 
Pershing and his associates abroad which would be nec- 
essary before a final draft could be said to represent the 
full opinion of the Army.” ‘The National Service Act, 
on the contrary, apparently represents the complete 
thought of its proponents, for no reservations accom- 
panied it when presented to Congress. 

That civilian influence had much to do with the mak- 
ing of the National Service Act is apparent at a single 
reading of its text and that the lessons of our military 
history have been ignored is quite as plainly to be seen. 
Section 4, for example, which includes the provisions 
for the six months’ training period for all youths “upon 
attaining the age of eighteen years, or within two years 
thereafter,” contains this phrase regarding youths com- 
ing to military age: “They shall have the privilege of 
electing, in such maner and at such time as may be pre- 
scribed by regulation, whether such service shall begin 
when they attain the age of eighteen years, or whether 
it shall be deferred for not more than two years.” Such 
a regulation is absolutely inimical to military ideas and 
discipline. If a country begins by permitting its re- 
cruits to choose the time when they shall serve in the 
Army it establishes the principle of allowing a choice in 
all things military which would be fatal to discipline. 
Much more striking, however, as an illustration of 
political influence in the bill is Section 24, which is de- 
voted to the National Guard and begins with this sen- 
tence: “That the National Guard, active Militia, and 
Naval Militia of the several states may be called forth 
by the President only to execute the laws of the Union, 
suppress insurrections or repel invasions, and shall not 
be required to serve outside of the territorial limits of 
the United States, or for more than three months in any 
one year.” The limitation of the use of troops for any 
such brief time as this or within any geographical 
bounds is a fatal defect in any military bill such as the 
National Service Act purports to be. Upton in his 
“Military Policy of the United States” argues against 
such a feature in our military laws and gives numerous 
instances in the Revolution, War of 1812, and in the 
Civil War, of how short-term enlistments seriously ‘in- 
jured the American cause. Can the members of Con- 
gress close their minds to the dark pages of Ameri- 
can military history that Upton uses to point his moral 
and pass any such provision as the one we have just 
quoted? It is unthinkable that such a limitation on the 
service of troops should again be incorporated in the 
military law of this country. 

Another section of the National Service Act 
smacks of civilian ideas is that providing for a National 
Military Administrator with a staff of “deputies, assis- 
tants, inspectors, aids and clerks” and “one or more mili- 
tary administrators for each state or territory.” The 
function of the National Military Administrator is to 
replace the Provost Marshal General of the Army, we 
take it, since “under the direction of the Secretary of 
Var he shall have administrative control over the whole 
system of registration and induction into the Service.” 
In view of the highly successful manner in which the 
Army under General Crowder conducted the operation 
of the Selective Service Law, an operation which won 
the highest admiration and praise of the people and the 
press of the United States, it might seem the better part 
of knowledge gained from experience to eliming® civilian 
National Military Administrators and permi? the Army 
to handle this purely military problem. For unless uni- 
versal training is looked upon as that, and that only, we 
have-a wrong viewpoint of this whole matter. 

To turn to the General Staff bill it is to be noted that 
Secretary Baker formally stated that the draft of the 
General Staff bill could not be stated “to represent the 
full opinion of the Army” it is to be hoped that during 
the forthcoming hearings some of its features may be 
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changed. One of these is the matter of promotion by 
selection on \‘hich Mr. Baker still insists. In his letter 
to Senator Wadsworth he says on this point: “The bill 
recognizes the principlé of promotion by selection as 
essential to efficiency in the Army. The present situa- 
tion is that non-commissioned officers are made and pro- 
moted by selection, as are also officers above the grade 
of colonel. The test of war showed that promotion by 
seniority was inapplicable, and it had to be abandoned. 
So far as I know, not a single voice was raised during 
this recent emergency in favor of any other plan than 
the rigid and unsparing application of the tests of merit 
There is no reason for going 
back to the seniority rule. It would be unjust to the 
officers who in this war have demonstrated superior 
merit, and unjust to the Army and the country to de- 
prive them of these proved talents in favor of the Jower 
average of efficiency which the seniority rule admittedly 
produces. It is not, however, proposed to have a sys- 
tem of selection by chance or favor or affection, but a 
selection based upon efficiency and merit, with every 
safeguard possible to prevent its abuse.” 

Since it is our experience that at least ninety per 
cent. of the officers of the Army are opposed to this sys- 
tem, it is to be hoped their opinions, if called upon to 
speak to the Military Committee on this subject, will 
earry some weight. It is to be noted, by those civilians 
who insist that the General Staff is trying to “kill” the 
Air Service, that it is recognized as a distinct arm of the 
Service and given a preper ¢ iplement of officers in- 
cluding one major general, as are also such new arms 
as were developed during the war, namely: The Tank 
Corps and Motor Transport Corps, and also such admin- 
istrative agencies as the Finance Department.

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AIDING PAY INCREASE MOVEMENT. 

That there is a stirring of interest outside the Ser- 
vices themselves in the matter of the movement to en- 
act laws raising the pay of officers of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps is shown by sympathetic editorial 
references to this subject in the newspapers throughout 
the country. From the Bureau of Navigation, Navy 
Department, comes endorsement of the bill by Mr. Dyer 
for raising the pay of officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps. This bill (H.R. 4884) reads: 

“That hereafter the annual pay of officers of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, up to and including the rank of cap- 
tain in the Navy and up to and including the rank of 
colonel in the Marine Corps, be increased $500 per an- 
2, that all officers of the Navy who have

Mr. Dyer’s bill (H.R. 485) for granting increases of 
pay of all officers of the Army up to and including the 
grade of colonel was originally referred to the Commit- 
tee on Public Grounds through an inadvertence, but 
has now been reprinted and referred to the Committee 
on Military Affairs. The War Department has taken 
no official notice of the measure applying to the in- 
crease of Army officers’ pay, but on behalf of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, Capt. Richard H. Leigh, U.S.N., 
acting chief of that bureau, has written a letter to the 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy strongly recom- 
bill, H.R. 4384. Captain Leigh’s letter

“The Bureau of Navigation cannot too emphatically 
recommend the approval of this bill and the need for 
such increase of pay is so apparent that further dila- 
tion on the subject is unnecessary. It has been stated 
that officers of the Navy and Marine Corps have re- 
ceived increases in pay by virtue of temporary promo- 
tions. In all grades above lieutenant in the Navy a 
part, and only a part, of officers above such grade have 
been temporarily promoted one grade only. In the case 
of lieutenant commanders (permanent) who are tem- 
porary commanders, the increase in pay and allowances 
averages about $500 a year. In the case of lieuten- 
ants temporarily’ promoted to lieutenant commander 
the increase in pay and allowances averages about 
$1,100 per year. There are some permanent ensigns in 
the Navy who are now temporary lieutenants. There 
are no junior lieutenants who are temporary lieutenant 
commanders. Reduction in temporary ranks in the 
Marine Corps has recently been effected and must be 
effected in the Navy in July 1, 1920. In the mean- 
while, though the war is over, the cost of living ‘con- 
tinues to rise. 

“It is recommended that in addition this bill carry 
a provision which will raise in proportion the limit of 
pay of commanders and captains and also that the bill 
contain a retroactive provision to July 1, 1919. It is 
further recommended that the allowances for commuta- 
tion of quarters be increased from $12 per room to $2 
per room. This requested increase is in need of no ex- 
planation whatever. It is further recommended that 
naval officers on sea duty, having dependents, be al- 
l,wed commutation of quarters, said allowance to be 
effective from Oct. 1, 1919. Naval officers at sea, ‘it is 
true, receive ten per cent. on their base pay while per- 
forming sea duty. It is also true that officers of the 
Army and Marine Corps on shore duty beyond the seas 
receive ten per cent. on base pay, and in addition there- 
to receive commutation of quarters. Such officers main- 
tain but one establishment, whereas a naval officer at 
sea, by the provision in the last appropriation bill which 
repealed the allowance of commutation of quarters at 
sea to naval officers having dependents, Army and Ma- 
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rine officers on shore duty outside of the continental 
limits of the United States still receive this commuta- 
tion, providing they have dependents in the United 
States, and, further, such officers in general fur- 
nished with quarters on their station. This discrimina- 
tion against naval officers and in favor of Army offi- 
cers is very nrarked and is most unfavorably commented 
upon by the naval Service. 

“It is requested that the above recommendations be 
proposed in amendments to the attached bill returned 
herewith, and that the Bureau of Navigation be fur- 
nished with a copy of the letter when the Secretary of 
the Navy shall have signed it.” 

As we have stated, the daily newspapers have begun 
editorial discussion of this subject and the favorable 
tone of their comments is most gratifying. We quote 
elsewhere in this issue an editorial from the Philadel- 
phia Public Ledger advocating an increase in the pay 
of Army officers; and we add these sympathetic words 
on the same. subject from the leading editorial in a 
recent issue of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat as an 
illustration of the fact that public interest is growing 
in the subject of the deserved increase of pay for Army 
and Navy officers. The editorial reads: 

“The plight of the Regular Army officers who have 
served so well in the war in various capacities is one 
that should arouse popular interest. Officers who have 
acted as majors, lieutenant colonels, colonels and even 
brigadier generals are to be made majors, captains and 
lieutenants, on pay fixed eleven years ago. It is clear 
that they could not all be retained in their present high 
ranks, for that would make the Army topheavy. But 
the conscience of the nation should’revolt at these 
officers being forced to try to live on what were really 
modest salaries in 1908. There are no workers, out- 
side some departments of the Government service, that 
have not received advances in pay to keep pace with the 
increased cost of living. It has been suggested that 
the pay of 1908 be increased one-third. The cost of 
living has more than doubled since then and Congress 
should not hesitate to grant at least one-third increase 
in pay for these officers, who deserve the everlasting 
thanks of the republic.” 
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DECENTRALIZING THE ARMY. 


Secretary Baker’s statement to the House Committee 
on Military Affairs on July 31 that he was in favor of 
doing everything possible to remove Army officers from 
Washington might be taken as opening up the way for a 
future decentralizing of the Army by locating the heads 
of various staff corps and departments at some place 
other than the capital. The statement by the Secretary 
of War came as the result of a discussion concerning 
the advisability of repealing the so-called “Manchu law.” 
Mr. Baker said: “I would like to say to the committee 
that I am in favor of every expedient, whe@her by law 
or otherwise, which limits the number of: Army officers 
in Washington, and I should be entirely sympathetic 
with a proposition for the transfer of the Ordnance De- 
partment to Rock Island, or some other place, to get 
them out of Washington. I think it would be a very 
desirable thing to do. But the Manchu law, I think, is 
essentially illogical.” The Secretary added that he did 
not ask the repeal of the law at this time because of the 
controversy that would undoubtedly be involved. 

When asked whether he had any definite plan for re- 
moving the Ordnance Department to Rock Island, the 
Secretary said that his allusion to such a move had been 
merely illustrative and that it had no definite purpose 
behind it. The statement, however, indicates a possible 
trend towards geographical decentralization that has 
been somewhat apparent during the past year. The re- 
moval of the chief activities of the Corps of Engineers 
to Camp A. A. Humphreys during the latter days of hos- 
tilities and the present campaign being carried on by 
the War Department to cause Congress to authorize the 
establishment of a permanent Engineer headquarters 
there was one of the first steps in the trend away from 
Washington. The Surgeon General of the Army has 
also been asking Congress for the authority to purchase 
land and build a permanent and centralized headquar- 
ters for the Medical Department at Takoma Park, D.C. 
Secretary Baker’s suggestion that the Ordnance Depart- 
ment be moved to one of the great manufacturing arse- 
nals of the country might have been cited only as an 
example, but it is a suggestion which doubtless will be 
given serious consideration. 

Another indication of a desire on the part of at least 
a number of officers of a staff corps to get away from 
Washington has been evident with respect to the Air 
Service. With the abandonment pf Bolling Field at 
Anacostia, Va., all flying officers at Air Service head- 
quarters will.-be deprived of the facilities of making 
flights. Those who consider it necessary that flying offi- 
cers who are engaged in mapping out training and opera- 
tion plans for the entire Air Service should, themselves, 
keep in touch with flying practice, are earnest in their 
desire to have headquarters moved to some well equipped 
flying field. The Tank Corps headquarters is, to all in- 
tents and purposes, proposed to be located at Camp 
Meade, Md. It is there that the tanks will be kept, the 
school will be maintained. and that recruits for the Tank 
Corps will be sent. The. proposed abolition of ‘the In- 
spector General’s Department, as provided in the War 
Department’s Army reorganization bill now before Con- 
gress, would be an additional step in the direction of 
removing officers from Washington. If Secretary Baker 
meant literally that he was anxieus to take every means 


possible to send Army officers from Washington, there 
are many obvious ways to achieve such a result. With 
the attitude of Congress in favor of such decentraliza- 
tion it should not be difficult for the Secretary to per- 
suade the House and Senate to give such authoriza-— 
tion as may be necessary to carry out plans looking to 
that end. 
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CONTRACT FOR BATTLESHIP 54 AWARDED. 

Secretary Daniels, previous to his departure to the 
Pacific coast-.on Aug. 1, announced the award of the 
contract for building Battleship No. 54 to the Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding Corporation of Quincy, Mass., stating that 
the ship would be named the Massachusetts instead of 
the Iowa: as previously announced. On July 14 Mr. 
Daniels had announced that No. 53 would be named the 
Massachusetts and No. 54 the Iowa. The reason for the 
change, since made, was not explained. 

With the award of this contract all the ships of the 
1916 program are technically under construction. The 
battleships under construction, some of which are well 
advanced, their numbers, names, and their place of con- 
struction are: 43, Tennessee, 32,300 tons, navy yard, 
New York; 44, California, 32,300 tons, navy yard, Mare 
Island, Calif.; 45, Colorado, 32,600 tons, Camden, N.J.; 
46, Maryland, 32,600 tons, Newport News, Va.; 47, 
Washington, 32,600 tons, Camden, N.J.; 48, West Vir- 
ginia, 32,600 tons, Newport News, Va.; 49, South Da- 
kota, 43,200 tons and 50, Indiana, 43,200 tons, navy 
yard, New York; 51, Montana, 43,200 tons, navy yard, 
Mare Island, Calif.; 52, North Carolina, 43,200 tons, 
navy yard, Norfolk, Va.; 53, Iowa, 43,200 tons, New- 
port News, Va.; and 54, Massachusetts, 43,200 tons, 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation, Quincy, Mass. 

The total new tonnage, battleships, battle cruisers 
and scout’ cruisers, will add 784,700 tons of fighting 
ships to the U.S. Navy. ‘ 
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AIR AND TANK Services Oppose New BILL. 

Officers of the Air Service and Tank Corps are ex- 
pressing opposition to the provisions of Section 31 of 
the new Army reorganization bill which was presented 
to Congress on Aug. 4 by Secretary of War Baker for 
the reason, they feel, that the effect of this section would 
be to put them on a different basis ffom that of other 
line officers. The section reads: “Hereafter all appoint- 
ments of officers in grades below that of brigadier general 
shall be by commission in the Infantry, Cavalry, Field 
Artillery, Coast Artillery Corps, Corps of Engineers, or 
one of the corps of the Medical Department, or as chap- 
lain, band leader, or professor at the United States 
Military Academy. Those now commissioned in said 
branches will continue under existing commissions; all 
now otherwise commissioned will be recommissioned 
with their present grades and dates of rank in the In- 
fantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery Corps, 
Corps of Engineers, as may, in each case, be directed 
by the President. Officers for duty in the branches 
herein authorized and in which officers are not commis- 
sioned shall be obtained by temporary details. from 
among officers of corresponding grades in other branches; 
but no officer below the grade of lieutenant colonel shall 
be detailed to duty detaching him from the branch in 
which permanently commissioned for more than four 
years in any period of six years, except in the time of 
actual or threatened hostilities.” Officers in these two 
corps claim such a provision means that every Tank 
Corps officer and ecvery Air Service officer below the 
grade of lieutenant colonel must serve for at least two 
years out of every six in some arm -.f the Service other 
than the Tank Corps or Air Service. This means, in 
the Air Service, that practically every flying officer 
must be out of flying practice for two years out of six 
while doing Infantry, Cavalry or other duty. It cannot 
be said, they insist, that such a rule would not be of 
benefit if applicd only to genuine staff duty or duty 
with branches of the Service which are genuine staff 
corps. ‘To make it apply, however, to such arms as the 
Air Service and the Tank Corps, whose duties are as 
essentially of the line as are those of the Infantry or 
Artillery, is not without cause for criticism. It is 
worthy of note, in this connection, that Secretary Ba- 
ker stated very distinctly in his letter to Senator Wads- 
worth accompanying the draft of the bill that it was a 

“tentative measure and did not represent “the complete 
opinion of the Army.” :

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CONFIRMATION OF Bric. GEN. Ropert E. Noste. 

The nomination of Lieut. Col. Robert E. Noble, M.C., 
U.S.A., to be permanent brigadier general, was finally 
confirmed by the Senate on Aug. 5. The executive ses- 
sion which considered the nomination—favorably re- 
ported from the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
more than two weeks ago—continued for more than 
three-quarters of an hour iustead of the usual five or 
ten minutes. General Noble’s nomination was pending 
in the Military Committee since December last. In 
January and February of this year the committee took 
several votes on the nomination, but later votes to re- 
consider resulted each time in causing action by the Sen- 
ate to be further suspended. On July 18 the committee 
voted to reject the nomination, but a motion to recon- 
sider was taken up on July 25, and at that time it 
was voted to report favorably. The vote to concur in 
the War Department’s recommendation was eight to 
seven. After the nomination was reported favorably to

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INVESTIGATING ARMY AIRCRAFT AFPAERS. 


The sub-committee on foreign expenditures of the 
House select committee for investigating aircraft, of 
which Congressman James A. Frear is chairman, met 
in Washington on Aug. 1. The charge was considered 
that John D. Ryan, former Assistant Secretary of War, 
who was in charge of the Air Service for some time, had 


used his influence in the interest of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul Railroad, of which he is a direc- 
tor, in connection with spruce production for airplane 
manufecture. ‘Telegrams. letters and other documents 
were put in evidence by Chairman Frear to show that a 
thirty-eight-mile standard gauge railroad had been built 
in the state of Washington at a Government expense of 
$12,000,000, to be used as a connection with the St. 
Paul Railroad, and which reached spruce lands of a 
lumber company which is a subsidiary of the St. Paul 
road. A Major Howes, of the U.S. Army Intelligence 
Bureau, was quoted by Chairman Frear as having made 
an investigation and reported that the railroad was try- 
ing to dominate the lumber industry of the Northwest 
at Government expense and in collusion with Govern- 
ment officials and Army officerg; The chairman read a 
letter showing that Secretary of War Baker had in- 
formed Mr. Ryan of the investigation and of the charges 
made and that Mr. Ryan had resigned from the Air Ser- 
vice in November. 1918. : 

At the hearing on Aug. 4 Col. Mason M. Patrick, U. 
S.A.; who as a major general was heatl of the Air Ser- 
vice, American E.F., testified that at the time of the 
signing of the armistice there were only 740 American 
airplanes on the western front in France. The Amcri- 
ean forces, he said, should have had 3,400 airplanes, in 
order to have been properly protected from the enemy. 
When the armistice was signed, he said, the Allies were 
easily superior in the air, with 6,784 airplanes as 
against 3,352 of the Germans. Colonel Patrick said 
that burning of American airplanes in France was en- 
tirely justified. He had given the order for them to be 
burned; there was no secrecy about it. They had been 
first stripped of their motors and metal parts and were 
destroyed only because they were useless and not worth 
shipping back to the United States. He said that about 
2.723 airplanes would have been an adequate number 
for the American forces, numbering 1,159,000 men, and 

' thatthe French had about 5,300 machines for the same 
number of men. The Liberty motor, he asserted, was 
“the equal, if not the superior, of anything in its class.” 
Asked about a shortage of equipment, he said: “I don’t 
impute a fault to anyone.” 

Colonel Patrick on Aug. 5 wrote to Congressman 
Henry D. Flood, a member of another sub-committee of 
the House select committee for investigating war ex- 
penditures, which held a hearing at New York city on 
July. 31, when witnesses who formerly served in the 
American E.F. in France testified that airplanes, with 
their equipment, all in good condition, had been burned 
in France. He stated that before giving orders for the 
destruction of American airplanes in France he had 
appointed boards of survey, each composed of three 
Army officers of ability, who inspected every plane and 
recommended what should be done with it. Many of 
these machines had been damaged cither in battle or in 
landing, had been injured while in vse at training 
schools, or had deterioriated while in storage, while others 
were obsolete. As much as was possible was salvaged 
from each machine before being burned. The salvaging 
of this material, Colonel Patrick wrote, was part of the 
inevitable ‘waste of war, but the American Air Service 
in France did everything possible to reduce this waste 
to the minimum. 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 
The following is a digest of some opinions of the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army for the month of 


May, 1919: 
Mileage for Retired Enlisted Man Claiming Residence Abroad. 

A sergeant, first class, retired Nov. 16, 1917, and immedi- 
ately placed on active duty, has been on duty in France and 
on April 1, 1919, returned to this country and is still on active 
duty. He asks that he be relieved, claims France as his home 
and asks travel allowances thereto. JRetired enlisted men are 
a-part of the Regular Army and are subject to active duty; 
permanent residence abroad would therefore be inconsistent with 
their status and duty as members of the Army. For that rea- 
son an enlisted maa is not permitted to select a foreign country 
for his home to which transportation may be furnished incident 
to retirement. (Ops, J.A.G. 246.6, May 14, 1919.) 

Officer's Right to Travel Allowances. 

A Reserve officer reported for dufty.at Manila, P.I., and was 
discharged at Camp A. A. Humphreys, Va., Dec. 4, 1918.. He 
was paid travel allowances at four cents per mile from said 
camp to Sav Francisco. He now asks transportation from San 
Francisco or free passage on a Government transport. An offi- 
cer's right to travel allowances and transportation in kind is to 
be determined upon his discharge. Having applied for land 
travel to San Francisco, and having made no application for 
transportation by water beyond that point or for any allowance 
to cover the expense of such water transportation, he thereby 
elected not to avail himself of sea travel. He has no right now 
to transportation from San Francisco to Manila at the expense 
of ‘the Government. (Ops. J.A.G. 245.6, May 24, 1919.) 

Credit for Active Servicé After Retirement. 

An officer was retired Aug. 20, 1916, after serving seventeen 
years, nine_months and twenty-nine days. Since Sept. 23, 1916, 
he has been*on Active duty. The act of May 12, 1917, provides 
that “hereafter any retired. officer who has been detailed to 
active duty, and who has since his retirement served on active 
detail, shall be entitled te increases of longevity pay, to be com- 
puted as provided by existing statute for the computation of 
longevity pay, for the time of his service before retirement and 
on active detail since his retirement.” This act entitles the 
claimant officer to longevity pay upon the basis of twenty years’ 
service from the date when he had completed that period of 
service after his assignment to active duty as a retired officer. 
(Ops. -J.A.G., 241.12, May 3, 1919.) 

Determination of Rank and Precedence. 

An offices was appointed captain, Aug. 8, 1918, and accepted 
Aug. 10. The appointuent gave him rank from July 25, since 
which date he claims pay of the rank of captain. -The fact that 
he was given rank from July 25 does not mean that he is 
entitled to pay of advanced grade from that date. Pay is inci- 
dent to the office, which can not be held until actual appoint- 
ment and acceptance, Rank is not office and the order giving 
him rank from July 25 did not confer the office or grade of 
captain on him from that date but only fixed his relation as to 
precedence in line with other officers. There .are three dates 
from which the rank aad precedence of an officer of the per- 
manent establishment can be determined. First, the date of his 
appointment or commission; second, the date of his acceptance 
of the appointment; and third, a date anterior to that upon 
which the appointing power was fully exercised, which date ix 
established by the date of rank conferred in the appointment 
ar commission of the officer. Dig. Ops. J.A.G. 1912 Pp. 964,

When an Officer a' 0.8.4. May Copyright a Publication. 

An officer of the Ordaance Department, U.S.A., has been re- 
quested to write a taxt to be used in the R.O.T.C. upon the 
subject of “'Manufacg a> and Testing of Military Explosives,” 
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It is desired that copyrights be issued which will protect the 
Government and also the author from uses other than those de- 
sired by the department. There is no authority by which an 
officer may copyright a book which he prepares under orders 
from competent authority and which is approved te be used by 
the Government. Dig. Ops. J.A.G. 1912 p. 388. Government 
publications can not be copyrighted. 385 Stat. 1077. How- 
ever, if tho officer is not directed to prepare the book as a 
part of his proper military duties, and if the work is done on 
his own time, then he may properly apply for a copyright. To 
protect the Government and himself in such case, the author 
could assign the right of publication and use to any department 
or branch of the Government and reserve the privilege of copy- 
right unto himself. Dig. Ops. J.A.G. 1917 p. 110; 9 Cyc.-915. 
(Ops. J.A.G. 078, May 10, 1919, 
Service Counting Toward Promotion. 

A first lieutenant, Med. Corps, U.S.A., was appointed Dec. 
29, 1917, with rank from Dec, 12, 1917, and on Oct. 14, 1918, 
he appeared for examination for promotion to rank of captain. 
His prior service was: Captain, asst, Surg., U.S.V., March 11, 
1901; accepted April 5, 1901; honorably discharged Sept. 30, 
1902; Ist lieutenant, Med. Reserve Corps, July 7, 1908; Ist 
lieutenant, Med. Section, O.R.C., March 24, 1917; accepted 
May 26, 1917; major, Med. Section, O.R.C., July 2, 1917, ac- 
cepted July 13, 1917. The Surgeon General has ruled that the 
lieutenant was ineligible for promotion ‘because he not. 
served the required one year in the Medical Corps. The officer 
maintains that his service in the U.S. Volunteers and the M.R.C. 
should be counted. .Promotion in the Medical Corps is governed 
by the provisions of Sec. 10, Act of June 3, 1916, 39- Stat. 166, 
171; which together with par. 2, Sec. 3, G.O. 168, W.D. 1917, 
requires service for 2 specified time in the Medical Corps before 
a first lieutenant is eligible for promotion. Only service ren- 
dered after an officer has become a member of the Medical 
Corps by permanent commission therein may be counted to- 
wards promotion. Dig. Ops, J.A.G. Oct. 1918 p. 249. It 
follows that the time served in the U.S.V. and in the M.R.C. 
can not be counted in determining his eligibility for promotion. 
(Ops. J.A.G. 210.21, May 15, 1919.) 

Service as Veterinarian Considered in Computing Service. 

A veterinarian of the Cavalry received his appointment, July 
25, 1914, with pay and allowances of second lieutenant. 
mounted; was appointed asetstant veterinarian with the rank 
of second. lieutenant May 25, 1918, under provision of Sec. 
16, Act of June 3, 1916, 39 Stat. 166, 176; his servic> has 
been continuous. The inquiry presented whether period of 
service as a veterinarian may be considered in computing the 
five years of service necessary for increase of rank under the 
provisions of said section that -“‘an assistant veterinarian 
“ae for the first five years as such, have the rank, pay, 
and allowances of second lieutenant; that after five years of 
service he shall have the rank, pay, and allowances of first 
lieutenant.” The act further provides that “veterinarians of 
Cavalry - mow in the Army . . . who at date of 
approval of this act shall have had less than five years’ gov- 
ernmental service may be appointed in Veterinary Corps as 
assistant veterinarians with rank, pay, and. allowances of sec- 
ond lieutenant; those who shall have had over five years of 
such service may be appointed in said corps as assistant veter- 
inarians with rank, pay, and allowances of first lieutenant.” 
The words “as such,” as used in: Sec. 16, supra, refers to the 
total service of such assistant veterinarians, whether as veter- 
inarians or as assistant veterinarians. It follows that the ser- 
vice of the officer as a veterinarian prior to his appointment 
as assistant veterinarian should be counted in determining the 
period of service requisite for promotion. (Ops. J.A.G. 210.21, 
May 31, 1919.)

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WHY OUR TROOPS ARE IN SIBERIA. 


In a message to the Senate, dated July 22, President 
Wilson discussed the subject of the presence of Ameri- 
can troops in Siberia. He said the decision to seng 
American troops there was taken in conjunction with 
Japan and in concert with the other Allied Powers to 
save the Czecho-Slovak armies which were threateneg 
with destruction by hostile armies apparently organizeq 
by, and often largely composed of enemy prisoners of 
war. The second purpose was to steady any efforts of 
the Russians at self-defense, or the establishment of 
law and order in which they might be willing to accept 
assistance, Two regiments of Infantry, with auxiliary 
troops, making a total of approximately 10,000 men, 
were sent under command of Major Gen, William §. 
Graves, U.S.A. The troops began to arrive at Vladi- 
vostok in September, 1918. In February, 1919, as the 
result of negotiations begun early in the summer of 
1918, the United States accepted a plan proposed by 
Japan for the supervision of Siberian railways by an 
international commission, under which committee John 
F'~ Stevens would operate tie roads under the Russian 
Railway Service Corps, composed of American engineers, 
Owing: to: Bolshevik. opposition neither Mr. Stevens nor 
the corps was able to work in Siberia until March, 1918. 
Mr. Stevens said he would be unable to keep the road 
in operation unless he could rely on the support of 
American troops in an emergency... Accordingly the 
military commanders in Siberia established troops wher- 
ever necessary. ‘The. American forces under General 
Graves are understood to be protecting parts of the line 
near~ Vladivostok and also the~section around Verchne 
Udinsk. There: is also understood to'be a small body of 
American.troeps at Harbin, the President wrote. The 
exact location of. American troops, however, is subject 
to change by direction of General Graves, whose instruc- 
tions are not to interfere in Russian affairs, but to sup- 
All elements’ of 
the population in Siberia look to the United States 
for assistance. This cannot be given to the popu- 
lation: of Siberia and ultimately to Russia if the 
purpose entertained two years ago to restore rail- 
way traffic is abandoned. The presence of American 
troops is a vital element in this effort. It will there- 
fore be seen, he added, that the purpose of the continu- 
ance of American troops in Siberia is that we, with the 
concurrence of the great Allied Powers, mdy keep open 
a necessary artery of trade and extend to the vast popu- 
lation of Siberia the economic aid essential in peace 
time, but indispensable under the conditions which have 
followed the prolonged and exhausting participation of 
Russia in the war against the Central Powers. 

In a statement made in the, House of Commons on 
July 29, Secretary of State for. War Churebill practi- 
cally admitted that the British venture into Russia has 
been a failure and that all classes of British troops will 
be withdrawn. He said the British had hoped to be 
able to. give assistance with troops to Admiral Kol- 
chak, but that now this is impossible owing to the 
retirement .of the White army. Although, he said, 
there would not be a single British soldier in Russia 
in a few months, still the British government is con- 
tributing munitions to Admiral Kolchak’s forces and is 
considering the question of economic a:d. 
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CADENCE SYSTEM, CLOSE ORDER DRILL. 

The Cadenée System of Close Order Drill, by Lieut. 
Col. Bernard Lentz, General Staff, U-S.A., has just 
been issued by the George Banta .Publishing Co., of 
Menasha, Wis. It is a book of 124 pages and the sub- 
ject-matter of the volume was originally mimeographed 
for limited distribution by the War Plans Division of 
the General Staff. The success of this method of teach- 
ing close order drill has been so pronounced, and the 
demand for copies, especially from persons outside the 
Army, has been so great, that it has been flought ad- 
visable to publish the pamphlet revised and enlarged in 
book‘form. The author gives due credit to Lieut. Col. 
Herman J. Koehler, U.S.A., for the idea originated by 
him of having all men in ranks five commands in uni- 
son. Based on the Infantry Drill ‘Regulations, the 
writer has harmonized the idea of having men give 
commands in unison with many other ideas, and in that 
way has produced the drill system which is in no way 
at variance with the Drill Regulations; but- which has 
been found to produce almost invaluable results, he 
says. il 





Colonel Lentz expresses his appreciation for va! 
uable assistance rendered by Capt. Frank A. Pau!, Gen- 
eral Staff, and Capt. Howard B. K. Willis, Inf., U.S.A., 
in the preparation of the manuscript. 

Brig. Gen. Charles King, Wisconsin National Guard 
(major, U.S.A., retired). the well known author, writes 
an interesting foreword for the book, in which he highly 
commends the work, which he says “will be accl:

Under these 
rules~the men discipline themselves. Each man _ be- 
eomes his own drill master. - He. develops that founda- 
pep’ and self-confidence which must, 
of necessity, underlie true eligibility for the non-com- 
missioned grades. ‘The idea will gather momentum as 
it spreads from unit to-unit, and if intelligently taught 
and thoroughly understood will equally become part 
and parcel of the training of all those who participate.”

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GENERAL MARCH GIVES NEW ARMY COSTS. 
Senate Committee Opens Hearings. 


Gen. Peyton ©. March, Chief of Staff, appeared be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Military Affairs on Aug. 
7 to give information to its members as to the annual 
cost of maintaining the military establishment under 
the plan presented to Congress in the General Staff bill. 
This session was the first of the Senate committee’s 
hearings on the two universal service and training bills 
that have been presented to Congress with the idea of 
formulating a military policy for the country. General 
March was the only witness during the opening session 
and was not able to finish giving the members all the 
information they desired on that occasion and he was 
to appear again on the following day. 

“The bill which the department has presented,” Gen- 
eral March began, “proposes an Army organization com- 
pletely different from that provided under existing law. 
It provides for the creation as a part of the permanent 
military establishment of entirely new services and corps 
from those understood to constitute an army under the 
pre-war statutes. I might say that in studying this or- 
ganization we had’ before us a bill prepared at General 
Headquarters in France. However, he had a statement 
from General Pershing to the effect that he did not 
favor it in toto, that he had not had time to take the 
matter up seriously. The form of this bill is different 
from anything that has ever beex attempted by the War 
Department. In it the officers and men are not definitely 
allocated as in the past, but the bill presents the total 
number by grades, and it is left to the President to de- 
cide how they will be distributed. The bill presents an- 
other new feature in that it gives the organization and 
authority of the General Staff as it is now operating 
under existing law. In order to make the authority 
plain, the entire law with respect to this organization is 
re-recited.” : 

General March explained that-in the course of Amer- 
ica’s participation in the war the War Department had 
been reorganized from top to bottom, and that it was 
on the basis of this transformation incident to the great 
emergency that the bill had been-framed with a view to 
effecting the “crystallization” of these changes. “It was 
evident from the outset,” General March said, “that 
we must create a military policy which would not per- 
mit of our being found in the defenseless state which 
confronted us when we entered the world war in 1917.” 





Universal Training Feature. 
The universal military training feature of the pro- 


posed law, General March said, like many other pro- 


visions of the measure, is based on the experience of the 
war. This applied with the same force to the appa- 
rently brief period of intensive training, three months, 
proposed by the General Staff as adequate for the up- 


building of the Reserve. General March stated that the - 


special committee which he had directed should work out 
a scheme of universal training first had fixed upon 
eleven months as a necessary period. When.told that 
this would not be acceptable they had scaled it down to 
seven months of training, but he had disregarded these 
recommendations in view of the results shown in Amer- 
ican Army camps in war time and in the results in the 
field of action and recommended three months of the 
most intensive sort of training as wholly adequate. He 
explained that youths of nineteen years coming into the 
Service would be taken at different times throughout a 
nine months’ period of each year to the existing camp 
locations for training. It was planned to bring all into 
vamp in three periods of three months each which would 
least embarrass their civilian employments and least in- 
terfere with education. 

General March then turned to the question of gen- 
eral organization of the field Army of the United States 
as projected. He said that twenty Infantry divisions 
and one Cavalry division were proposed as the combat 
basis of the field Army, these units being aggregated in 
five corps of four Infantry divisions each, with the re- 
quired Cavalry contingent. .The staff organization of 
all units, both as to form and numerical strength would 
follow lines indicated by field experiences in France. 
“The difference between the standing Army of 510,000 
men and the field Army on a war footing of 1,250,000 
men is accomplished by cutting off at the bottom,” Gen- 
eral March said. He explained that the company 
strength of the various units would be exactly such as 
to permit of the assimilation of the men from training 
camps into the greater force without disruption or with- 
out creation of any new organization in the first field 
force. “We had planned for the maximum strength under 
the bill to furnish one full field Army,” he said in con- 
clusion on this point. 

Promotion by Selection. 


The Chief of Staff then took up the matter of promo- 
tion by selection as defined in the bill. He told the 
committee this was an innovation which he believed 
would benefit the Service. He said that heretofore all 
objection to the’ substitution of selection for seniority 
had come from the Army itself, but that even in the 
face of it, the justice of such an innovation and the 
value of adopting this principle was undeniable. Gen- 
eral March said that the Navy already has it and that 
it is even now the law in the case of advances from field 
to general rank. . 

“Will it not afford opportunity for the exercise of 
favoritism and the intrusion of politics into Army or- 
ganization?” asked Senator Frelinghuysen. 

“I think not,” replied General March. “The scheme 
starts from the grade of second lieutenant. Men of that 
grade hardly can have been said to have found their 
status and seniority will govern the first promotion. A 
final board of five officers up to whom all recommenda- 
tions must come will be the judges of the officers to be 
promoted. In the absence of any recommendation 
seniority rules will apply.” 

“J have heard of the merit system, but it always 
seemed to me a sort of nebulous thing,” interposed Sena- 
tor Chamberlain. : 

“But the local board do the initial rating,” insisted 
General March. “They take into consideration gallantry 
in action, efficiency, regularity of habits, temperaments 
and all those things. An officer to achieve promotion 
under this system has to be ‘on his toes’ all the time 
if he does not want to drop back into the rut. It means 
efficiency and attention to duty, and when it becomes 

fectly evident, according to examination by local 

ards, that a man cannot be advanced, and the board of 
review holds similarly, then automatically the officer will 
be retired. If there is anything against his record, like 
dishonorable conduct, cowardice or dissoluteness, he will 
mot be retired; he will be dismissed the Service. But 


the man of clean record who is not efficient enough to 
win promotion will be retired.” 


Cost of the Whole Plan. 


The estimated cost of maintaining a standing Army 
of 510,000 men, with the universal military training 
system as an adjunct, provided by this bill, will be 
$900,000,000. The expenditures made necessary by the 
increaséd Army, General March said, would total $798,- 
660,000, while those on account of the universal mili- 
tary training system would reach $94,066,500. The 
cost per man he placed at $1,597., The allowance for 
the Air Service under the new plan would be $48,000,- 
000 a year. The program contemplates the equipment 
of each man from new stores. If old equipment is used 
the expense would be only $633,000,000 for the first 
year. 

“And what was the cost of maintaining the Army be- 
A the ware” asked. Chairman Wadsworth of the com- 
mittee. 

“It was for the two years immediately preceding the 
entrance of the United States into the war $240,000,- 
000 annually,” replied General March. 

General March was questioned in regard to the Na- 
tional Guard. He said there was no intention to do 
away with the National Guard, but it was anticipated 
that under the present system of federalization it would 
be retained. He was uncertain as to the course to be 
pursued with youths reaching the age for training camp 
who had anticipated the draft by entering the National 
Guard. Evidently the law framers had overlooked this 
possible contingency.

HEARING ON MILITARY JUSTICE BILL. 
Senate Sul-Committee Hears Law Instructor. 


Lieut. J. E. Runcie, U.S.A., retired, formerly in- 
structor of military law at West Point, was before the 
sub-committee of the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs on Aug. 2 as the first witness in the considera- 
tion of the Chamberlain bill (S. 84) to establish mili- 
tary justice, now before the committee. The committee 
is composed of Senators Warren, Chamberlain and Len- 
root. Lieutenant Runcie severely criticized the present 
system of courts-martial practice, but said that reform 
could not be effected until the Army might be made a 
purely military organization, divorced from al] civilian 
associations. ‘‘We may say,” he declared, “that we have 
never had a real Army except in time of war. What we 
have had has been a police force. The present deplor- 
able state of affairs results from the conditions which 
obtained when the Army was.a police force. I feef that 
it is useless to pass such legislation as is here proposed 
if the Army is to be stationed in small posts in all parts 
of the country. If it can be organized in commands not 
smaller than brigades or divisions, and in such an estab- 
lishment only military persons engaged, then we can 
exercise and enforce military law.” 

The witness criticized the attitude of class distinction 
existing between officers and men, citing this as the 
real cause for much of the difficulty existing in the 
courts-martial system. In response to a questiqn by 
Senator Warren as to the advisability of the inclusion 
of enlisted men on a court before which an enlisted man 
was tried, Lieutenant Runcie said: “I feel that would be 
a doubtful expedient. Under such a system the enlisted 
man on the court would be entirely subordinated.” 

“Why is that? Will you please develop that state- 
ment a little?” Senator Chamberlain asked. 

“The relation which exists between officers and men,” 
he replied, “is not a military relation but a feudal one; 
it is a social relation. The cause of it is that in the 
days when the Army was stationed at these small posts 
the officers began to bring their families there, and the 
enlisted men, in many cases, were available to take care 
of the domestic affairs of the officers and their families. 
The result is that the enlisted man has, to a certain 
extent, been looked upon as a member of the menial 
class. The relation between the officer and enlisted man 
instead of being one of grade in the military service is 
one of social superior and social inferior. This is a con- 
dition which absolutely prevents the proper working of 
military law.” 

Advocates Independent Court of Review. 


Senator Chamberlain then asked: “In view of the 
existence of this attitude, do you feel it is possible for 
officers to deal as justly in courts-martial trials as they 
do with their brother officers?” 

“T find that it is impossible,” was the reply. 

Senator Lenroot asked how extensive a course in law 
was given to officers at the Military Academy. Major 
Runcie said: “I don’t think there is sufficient time to 
give a good coursé in law at West Point. As we de- 
pend on the medical schools to furnish our medical offi- 
cers, I think we should depend on the law schools to 
furnish our law officers. Untrained officers might as 
well deal with the diagnosis of a medical or surgical 
ease as with determining the legal points in a court- 
martial case.” 

In reply to questions asked by Senator Chamberlain, 
Lieutenant Runcie stated that there should be a court 
of review entirely independent of the military authority 
of the War Department. “Such revisory power is in- 
dispensable,” he said, “if we are to have a system of 
justice based on principles of law rather than on 
caprice.”

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Sea Duty Pay for Coast Guard Ofjcers. 

Commissioned officers of the U.S. Coast Guard are 
entitled to the ten per cent. increase of pay for sea duty 
allowed officers of the Navy for such service performed 
during the period of the present war prior to the pas- 
sage of the Act of July 1, 1918, as well as subsequent 
to that date. This decision was given in the case of a 
captain of the Coast Guard who was on sea duty from 
May 14, 1917, to June 30, 1918, the Comptroller stating 
that payment to the officer for that period is authorized. 


N.RF. Temporary Civil Appointments. 
Members of the Naval Reserve Force who are given 
temporary civil appointments in the Navy Department 
or Naval Establishment do not acquire the status of 
“civilian employees of navy yards, gun factories, naval 
stations and arsenals” until their status as ervists 
is terminated and they are appointed to the civilian posi- 





tion. Service in the Naval Reserve Force, the Comp-~ 


troller states, is military service, credit for which can- 
not be allowed in determining date of commencement of 
service year as a civil employee. 
Subsistence Allowance on Sick Leeve.

Revision of Opinion on $60 Bonus. 

In response to a request made by the Director of Pur- 
chase, Storage and Traffic for a reconsideration of por- 
tions of the Comptroller’s decision of April 15, 1919, re- 
specting the conditions under which the war service 
payment may be made, the Comptroller gives the follow- 
ing decisions. Men calied to duty on Nov. 11, 1918, and 
who on that date reported to draft boards for assign- 
ment to the several military camps and were released 
from the Service before being sent to such camps are 
not entitled to the $60 payment. Enemy aliens and 





allied enemy aliens who were discharged from the Ser- ° 


vice are held to have been so other than honorably and 


therefore not entitled to the bonus. An enlisted man - 


who is discharged “but before discharge assumes the 
obligation of remaining in the Service though under a 
different status” is not entitled to the bonus. An en- 
listed man is not entitled to the bonus if his discharge 
is conditioned. upon re-enlistment. An enlisted man is 
entitled to the bonus if he re-enlists the day following 
discharge, such discharge not being conditioned upon re- 
enlistment. An enlisted man who is discharged to ac- 
cept appointment as an Army field clerk is not entitled 
to the bonus. A commissioned officer is entitled to the 
bonus, upon discharge or resignation, if he enlists in the 
Service within three months. An enl man who is 
discharged to accept a commission in the Regular Army 
is not entitled to’ the bonus.

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THE SIXTY¥-SIXTH CONGRESS. 
FIRST (EXTRAORDINARY) SESSION. 


The House has foregone its recess, in order to take up 
consideration of the question of the high cost of living 
and to receive the suggestions of the President as to 
such remedial legislation as present conditions may de- 


mand. 

The Senate on July 31 passed the bill, S. 257, for 
financial relief of various Army officers, whose claims 
against the Government had been disallowed by the 
Treasury. 

Favorable report was made in the Senate Aug. 1 on 
S. 2623, to extend the provision of the act to p: 
quarters or commutation thereof to commissioned offi- 
cers in certain cases, sages? April 16, 1918, here- 
after to every commissioned officer of the Army of the 
United States who is assigned to duty at a place where 
suitable public quarters are not available for himself 
and dependents, and who is not entitled 0 commuta- 
om of quarters under any other provision of existing 
aw. 

Favorable report has been made in the Senate on 
S. 2624, to provide travel allowances for retired enlisted 
men and Regular Army Reservists called into active 
service. . 

The bill S. 2676, as reported in the Senate Aug. 1, 
would add to Section 56 of the National Defense Act 
the following: “Provided, That the Secretary of War is 
authorized, under such regulations as he may prescribe, 
to supply, solely- for educational purposes, ai en- 
gines and aeronautical equipment to any educational in- 
stitution having a course in aeronautical engineering ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War.” S. 2677, to authorize 
sale = machine tools to schools, was also favorably re- 
ported. 

S. 2446, as amended and reported in the Senate Aug. 
1, provides that “appointees to the Military Academy 
shall be admitted to the Academy only between the ages 
of seventeen and twenty-two years, except in. the follow- 
ing case: That during the calendar years 1919 and 1920 
any appointee who has served honorably and faith 
not less than one year, in the Army of the United States, 
in the late war with Germany, and who possesses the 
other qualifications required by law, may be admitted 
between the ages of seventeen and twenty-four years.” 

The Senate on Aug. 4 H.J. Res. 165, inter- 
preting the provision of law contained in the récent 
Army Appropriation Act limiting War Department real 
estate and camp construction transactions. ~The resolu- 
tion as passed by the House and now by the Senate pro- 
vides that “the foregoing provision of said act shall not 
be construed to prevent the payment from the unex- 
pended balances of said appropriations of bills lawfully 
incurred for construction work actually performed or 
construction material actually purchased and 
produced under the terms of the contract prior to. the 
approval of of said act.” 

Introducing a bill (S. 2717) authorizing the issu- 
ance and delivery of a commission of brigadier 
for Edward Sigerfoos, Senator Pomerene on Aug. 4 
said: “Colonel Sigerfoos was one.of the ablest of the 
military men from Ohio. He was in France, and on 
Sept. 29 he was ordered to take his place in the line. 
On Oct. 4 the President sent his nomination to the 
Senate as brigadier general. On Oct. 10 it was con- 
firmed by the Senate. But on Oct. 7 he died as the 
result of a shell wound received in action. He never 
knew that he had been advanced to the rank of b 
dier general. The commission was issued by The 
jutant General and sent to Mrs. Sigerfoos. On Oct. 
The Adjutant General learned of the death of Colonel. 
Sigerfoos and wrote to the widow asking the return 
the commission because there was no legal authority to 
issue it. She desires that the commission be issued now 
as a heritage for her fatherless ren, and I — 
that the committee may find some way to grant 


proper relief.”

She was christened by Miss 
Letitia A. Humphreys, of Philadelphia, a great-grand- 
daughter of Joshua Humphreys, who was the first naval 
constructor of the United States Navy, and who de- 
signed and supervised the construction of the first fleet 
of frigates built for the Navy.

The U.S. naval air station at Montauk, Long Island, 
N.Y., was closed on Aug. 4 and the work of dismantling 
it has begun. It cost several million dollars to construct 
the station, which has had as many as 5 men at- 
tached to it for duty. The gasometer station, erected at 
a cost of $120,000, will be among the thirty buildings 
that will be sold. 

Navy to Sell 265 Seaplanes. 

The sale of 265 seaplanes belonging to the Navy has 
been authorized by Secretary Daniels. The lot includes 
eighty-three HS-2 pusher type biplanes, each equipped 
with two 330-horsepower Liberty motors, and seventy- 
two H-16 and F-5 tractor type biplanes, each equipped 
with two 330-horsepower Liberty motors, the remainder 
including seaplanes of various types.

Canvass OF Four-YEAR Navy OFfFricers. 

That the Navy Department has no intention at pres- 
ent of separating from the Service temporary officers 
who may under the law be discharged, if these men de- 
sire to remain in the Navy, is apparent in an order 
issued on Aug. 4, which states: “The attention of all 
temporary officers, both commissioned and warrant, who 
enlisted or re-enlisted for a period of four years, be- 
tween Feb. 3, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, is invited to cer- 
tain provisions of the Naval Appropriation bill of July 
11, 1919. Under the law temporary officers who en- 
listed or re-enlisted between the dates in question have 
until Sept. 1, 1919, to declare their intentions with re- 
gard to the duration of their enlistment period. This 
declaration should be made by submitting an official 
letter to the Bureau of Navigation, stating date of en- 
listment or re-enlistment. The bureau does not con- 
template revoking an appointment at the present time, 
but is desirous of having a record of intentions of all 
officers concerned in case any unforeseen situation 


should arise.”

Navy Recruirinc Hotps Hich AVERAGE. 

Although the report of first enlistments in the Navy 
for the week ending July 31 shows a loss of 121 com- 
pared with the previous week when the new high record 
of 1,835 was established, recruiting is holding its high 
average of more than 600 above the run of enlistments 
for many months back. The total for the week of July 
31 was 1,714, including 109 re-enlistments, distributed 
among districts as follows: New E 211; 
EBastern, 753; Central, 349; Southern, 302; estern, 
99. The approach of the Pacific Fleet to the West 
coast is shown in the increase of recruiting in coast 
cities which have been on the average below ten a week. 
San Francisco for the week of July 31 shows 24, Les

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SINKING DrirTrine MINEs BY RIFLE FiIme. 

The Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, recom- 
mends the sinking of drifting mines met with at sea 
by rifle fire, and states: “Such sinking will ordinarily 
not cause explosion. In cases where explosion ensues, a 
distance of 100 yards or greater should protect the ves- 
sel from any injury to underwater body due to the force 
of the explosion. Fragments from the mine, however, 
are likely to do damage to personnel up to a distance of 
500 yards; so that if the mine is approached within 500 
yards, as would ordinarily be necessary to hit it by 
rifle fire, all personnel about the decks should be under 
cover.’

GOVEKNORS ISLAND. 


Governors Island, N.Y. Harbor, Aug. 5, 1919. 

The Governors Island Auxiliary No. 172 of the American 
Red Cross, which has been in continuous operation for five 
years, with sessions on Thursdays at Corbin Hall and indi- 
vidual work on the part of some members also during the week, 
has closed. Work was begun by this Auxiliary before the war 
(1914), making surgical dressings for the reserve stock of the 
Red Cross in anticipation of war, and since August, 1914, 
until August, 1919, work has been carried on without cessation 
and with creditable results, as has been stated by the Red 
Cross inspectors. The work in general has included surgical 
dressings of every variety for hospitals at home and abroad, 
garments for refugees in France and Belgium, etc. During the 
epidemic of influenza, the ladies of the Auxiliary rendered val- 
uable service to the post hospital, Governors Island, and lately 
tney have presented to the hospital a large electrical ice cream 
freezer capable of furnishing ice cream in any quantity at a 
minimum of time and expense.

The headquarters and battalion formation of the 22d U.S.

guarded some of the largest drsenals a..1 munition works: sup- 
plied two lieutenant colonels, two majors and a number of 
captains and lieutennnts from its enlisted personnel; formed 
and sent overseas 600 men, the first military police with the 
A.E.F.; organized and trained between 10,000 and 15,000 
members of the Polish Legion at Fort Niagara, and nearly 
70,000 limited service men at Syracuse; handled and returned 
an average of over 200 A.W.O.L.’s and German suspects a 
day; and last but not least, averaged: about three parades a 
week for every variety of “drive” known by New York, Phila- 
delphia and Washington during the war.

ONE-YEAR ENLISTMENTS FOR GUARD. 


Men who served in the U.S. Army may make one-year enlist- 
ments in the Organized Militia of any state under a ruling 
received by Adjutant General Beary, of Pennsylvania, from 
the War Department, and notice to this effect will be given 
to men who will be put in charge of the formation of the new 
National Guard of Pennsylvania. This special ruling will 
enable states to organize their Guard units with men of over- 
seas service, who will not be required to enlist for more than 
a year. The same privilege will be extended to men of the 
Pennsylvania Reserve Militia. 


NEW YORK GUARD WANTS WAR VETERANS. 


‘*The state of New York desires and requests the return to 
state military organizations of all men as well as officers or 
soldiers of the Regular services or of the National Army who 
have been honorably discharged.” says Major General O’Ryan, 
commanding the New York Guard. ‘The procedure for officers 
desiring return to service is to make application to the Adjutant 
General of the State at Albany to be placed on the Reserve List, 
in accordance with Military Law 77, which provides that officers 
discharged from the service of the United States may be placed 
on such list with the highest rank previously held. ese offi- 
cers then have a military status and are available to be commis- 
sioned for assignment to vacancies in organizations or attached 
as surplus officers for purposes of training and instruction to 
organizations as desired. 

“All soldiers who served either in the organized militia or in 
the armies of the United States during the war may enlist in 
the state forces for one-year periods or they so enlist 
within six months from July 11, 1919. It is expected that 
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after the very natural wish for a rest following their active 
participation in military life overseas the liberal credit thus 
allowed for their war service, together with the desire to renew 
the associations with their comrades in the ‘old outfit,’ will 
make its appeal to those having military instinct.” 


CONNECTICUT. 

Gov. Marcus H. Holcomb, of Connecticut, in a letter to Cok 
W. F. Martin, U.S.A., officer in charge of National Guard mat- 
ters in the Northeastern Department at Boston, states that Con 
necticut does not need National Guard organizations and does 
not wish to participate in the formation of a National Guard 
division. Its State Guard, armed, equipped and maintained 
at state expense, is ample to safeguard state interests. The

A. McN.—Regarding the “Story of the 38th Infaitry,’ re- 
viewed in our issue of June 21, address the adjutant of the 
organization, which is still at Niederminding, Germany. 

E. C. S.—Man enlisted July 19, 1915, discharged Aug. 14, 
1917, to accept commission and has served as officer in various 
arms of the Army of the U.S. for the emergency, discharged 
from commission July 31, 1919, and re-enlisted, counts all his 
commissioned service as though it had been service as an en- 
listed man. Thus he would have completed a four year period 
of his (third) enlistment of 1915 on July 18, 1919, and he is 
consequently in his fourth. . This Congress has not considered 
any bills relating to the retirement of enlisted men. 

A. L. H—The July Directory places you No. 655 im_the 
list of first lieutenants of your arm in the Regu‘ar Army. With 
the rapid succession of demotions from temperary ranks it is 
mot possible to answer your second query. As to the allied 
ribbon on sale at many stores, it was explained seme time ago 
that the colors were not true to specifications. The War De- 
partment is now having large contracts filled for the official 
ribbon, as we announced recently. See G.O. 83 as to the right 
to wear the Victory Medal and ribbon, and see latest changes 
in Special Regulations 42 as to the specifications. 

N. S.—As to delya im retirement of the QM. sergeant, 
senior grade, named in your inquiry, apply through the channel. 

J. P, F.—The correct address of the secretary-general of the 
Military Order of Foreign Wars is Major David Banks, U.S. 
Guards, Camp Dix, N.J. 

D.—We are not able to give you the address of the inquirer. 

FP. L. S.—There is no medal or badge issued by the Navy 
on account of the Chinese Revolution of 1911. Neither is the 
Haytian Campaign badge issued for service en @ ship lying in 
Port au Prince in 1916, or in the San Domingo Campaign, 
Aug. 29, 1916. The Chinese badge is for service im the Boxer 
Rebellion. The Haytian badge is for service in 1915, accord- 
ing to G.O. 305, 1917, Navy Dept. Further informatien from 
the Bureau of Navigation. 

Q. B.—Ask The Adjutant General whether you may go with 
yeur husband to Vliadivestek. As we understand it, the 
Permission for wives te jein their husbands in Europe ia not 
granted in the case of husbands now going over, but ef those 
whe have been long separated from their wives and are re 
maining in Europe fer an appreciably lenger peri 

E. W. D.—Man who enlisted in the Field Artillery and was 
transferred to another arm during the war for the convenience 
of the Government and now desires transfer to Field Artillery 
should so state through the channel. 

A. C. 8S. asks: In the case of an officer ef Air Service 
(Aeronautics), recently honorably discharged because of re- 
duction of strength of the Army. (1) What benefits could 
he expect from accepting a commission in the Reserve! 
(2) Said officer’s promotien was pending on Nov. 11, 1918, 
and the recommendation was renewed some months later. Can 
he expect commission in the Reserve at the higher grade? 
(3) If he accepts commission in the Reserve will he be sub- 
ject to any military service unless war is declared?! Answer? 
¢1) Would have a commission for five years, witli mo pay, 
except when on active duty, and would have opportunity for 
two weeks’ training annually at active duty pay. It is under- 
stood that opportunities will be offered for Keserve officers te 
use equipment under certain conditions. (2) At the discretion 
of the President. (3) Two weeks obligatery, but no other 
peace time service except with his own consent. 

J. R.—At the end of the Spanish War the volunteers on 
discharge received a bonus of two months pay. If you were 
entitled and did not get yours, ask the Auditor about it. 

A. G. F.—On oeccount of your Mexican Border service 1912- 
1917, apply to A.G. for medal. As to your grade in the Service 
im France, apply through the channel. When you have com- 
pleted four years of your current enlistment, you may ask for 
discharge for re-enlistment in any arm you desire. 

E. L. R.—Discharged as an officer, you have claim for travel 
pay at four cents a mile to place of acceptance of commission. 
In your case this is as you say about eight miles. Your status 
as to travel pay on discharge from commission has no relation 
to your former enlisted status and you cannot claim mileage to 
your home, or to the place where you entered the Service as an 
enlisted man, prior to your discharge for acceptance of com- 
mission. 

W. J. S—For purpose of determining your enlistment period 
for pay count four years from Feb. 5, 1915, notwith- 
standing you were in commissioned service between June 12, 
1918, and June 11, 1919, and then re-enlisted. Count a new 
period, therefore, from Feb. 5, 1919, but not from June, 1919. 
Congress has no 25-year retirement bill before it at present. 
Army service does not count for retirement in the Navy except 
on retirement after thirty years. Watch our Congress news to 
see what will be done for the former temporary officers. 


P, H. S.—The Mounted Service School at Fort Riley is in 
eperation. Apply through the channel regarding assignment as 
officer student. 

G. W. J. asks: If sergeant first class, Ordnance Department, 


is only an emergency appointment, can a sergeant first class be 
retired at that grade? Answer: He could not be retired in other 
than a Regular Army grade. 

M. O. R.—Congress has not taken any action on bill H.R. 
5603, introduced by Mr. Kahn. This is a bill for retirement of 
enlisted men who held commissions in the war, 

M. G. M. asks: Is the widow of a retired officer, who was on 


duty at the time of his death, Sept. 27, 1917, entitled to re- 
ceive the $10,000 automatic insurance! Said officer net having 
taken out this insurance (not knowing about it at that time), 
was he automatically insured at that date? Answer: The War 


Risk Insurance Act did not take effect until Oct. 6, 1917, there- 
fore he could net have been imsured under this act. 

J. H. M. asks: (1) Has the bill H. Res. 84, providing for 
travel pay upon discharge of men of Regular Army enlisted 
prior to April 2, 1917, been passed? (2) Does this bill pertain 
to men who served four years and have re-enlisted. (3) Under 
this bill, could I apply for travel pay to my bona fide home or 
to where I applied for enlistment? Answer: (1) Not passed. 
(2 and 3) If the bill passes, yes, 

A. L. asks: I was retired from active duty on March 19, 
1918: was commissioned as first lieutenant, U.S. Guards, Nov. 
9, 1918, and was honorably discharged from commission only 
and placed back on retired list im a non-commissioned grade 
held by me upon first being retired, on April 30, 1919. Am I 
entitled to the $60 bonus? Answer: No, since you are not en- 
tirely separated from the Service. 

Ss. G. O—An Army field clerk may be commissioned in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps and need not be discharged as a field 
clerk until he is called to active duty as an officer. He could 
not accept a commission in a state organization, inactive status, 
and retain his Army position. An Army field clerk does not 
outrank non-coms. of the Army. He has his duties, but no 
authority in command of troops. 

L. C. D:—Bonus is not payable on an extended enlistment. 


G. E. C.—We have no names for the list of divisions whose 
numbers you submit to us. These appear to have gotten along 


pretty well without them, 


R. H. asks: A man enlists in the Air Service, U.S.A. He 
passes an examination for a commission in that branch, but 
owing to the armistice gets only a Reserve commission. He 
never served as a lieutenant, nor drew pay as same. He was 
discharged in January as a private, but held his commission as 
lieutenant of Reserves. In placing his name on a roll of honor 
with date of service and grade and rank served in, what should 
he go as, lieutenant or private? Answer: As he never served 
under his commission he should be listed as a private,

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S.J. Res. 74, Mr. Harding.—For relief of the relatives of the 
officers and enlisted men of the Navy collier Cyclops. In ad- 
ministration of the War Risk Insurance Act the officers and en- 
listed men of the Navy collier Cyclops shall be held and con- 
sidered to have applied for the maximum insurance allowable 
under the provisions of Sec. 400 of said act, and the Director 
of War Risk Insurance is hereby authorized to pay to the sur- 
yiving relatives of such officers and enlisted men of the Navy 
eollier Cyclops without demand of proof of death. 

S. 2615, Mr. Gronna.—To grant extra pay of $360 to mem- 
bers of military and naval forces of United States as partial 
compensation for their sacrifices and to assist them during the 
period of readjustment. , 

S. 2621, Mr. Wadsworth.—Providing that officers and en- 
listed men who have been honorably discharged and who re- 
enlist shall be entitled to count their previous service in com- 
puting longevity pay. , 


H.R. 7749, Mr. Johnson of Kentucky (by request).—That 
all officers of the National Army discharged as non-commis- 
sioned staff officers to accept commissions in National Army and 
who have had fifteen years or more service at rate of discharge 
from present commission be placed upon retired list of Army 
with rank held when discharged from present commission and 
receive allowances and retired pay equal to pay they were re- 
eeiving as non-commissioned staff officers when discharged to 
accept commission in National Army. 

H.R. 7841, Mr. Brooks of Illinois—That the bill of Oct. 
6, 1917, providing a pension of $25 per month to be paid to 
widows of Civil War and Spanish-American War, be amended 
to apply to widows’ pensions that are paid to heirs of said 
soldiers. Said bill, by reason of this amendment, shall provide 
same rate for widows’ pensions which are paid to the children 
of the soldiers as that paid to widows direct. A widow's pen- 
‘sion being paid to minor children or to children of soldier who 
are retained on pension roll because of their physical disability 
shall be same in rate as a pension paid to widow direct. This 
amendment further provides that rate of pensions herein granted 
shall date from Oct. 6, 1917. 

H.R. 7842, Mr. Caraway.—Directing that the bodies of sol- 
diers, sailors and marines that have fallen in battle or died 
in foreign service be returned to the United States within one 
year for interment, and appropriating funds for this. purpose. 

H.R. 7844, Mr. Morin.—Granting one year’s pay to all mem- 
bers of the military and naval forces of the United States who 
served during the present war. 

H.R. 7875, Mr. Foster——To grant extra pay of $360 to the 
members of the military and naval forces of the United States 
as partial compensation for their sacrifices and to assist them 
during the period of readjustment. 

H.R. 7923, Mr. Johnson of South Dakota.—Granting addi- 
tional pay according to length of service to officers and enlisted 
personnel of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps honorably dis- 
charged from the Service or shall hereafter be honorably dis- 
charged, $30 a month, with a minimum of $240, regardless of 
length of service, and that no payment shall be made to any 
person serving in a clerical capacity whose compensation at any 
time has_exceeded the sum of $60 per month: Provided fur- 
ther, That every soldier or marine or nurse who has actually 
been under fire in any battle against Germany or its allies 
shall receive in addition the sum of $100.

Firat Lieut.—William B. Turner, 
ous gallantry and intrepidity above 
in action with enemy near Ronssoy, France, Sept. 27, 1915. 
He led a small group of men to the attack, under terrific 
artillery and machine-gun fire, after they had become sepa- 
rated from rest of company in the darkness. Single handed 
he rushed an enemy machine-gun which had suddenly opened 
fire on his group and killed the crew with his pistol. Then 
pressed forward to another machine-gun post twenty-five yards 
away and had killed one gunner himself by time remainder of 
his detachment arrived and put the gun out of action. With 
utmost bravery continued to lead his men over three lines of 
hostile trenches, cleaning up each one as they advanced, re 
gardless of fact that he had been wounded three times, and 
killed several of enemy in hand-to-hand encounters. After his 
pistol ammunition was exhausted, this gallant officer seized 
the rifle of a dead soldier, bayoneted several members of a 
machine-gun crew, and shot the other. Upon reaching fourth 
line trench, which was his objective, Lieutenant Turner cap- 
tured it with the nine men remaining in his group and resisted 
a hostile counter-attack until he was finally surrounded and 
killed.

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SALES OF SURPLUS WAR MATERIALS. 
Report of Total Realized to July 18. 


The Director of Sales announces that $1,674,892.17 
was realized from sales of surplus war materials made 
during the week ended July 18. The total between Jan. 
1 and July 18 aggregated $354,470,243.08, a recovery 
of seventy-eight per cent. of the original cost. The Sig- 
nal Corps reported two sales which, while of small vol- 
ume, brought prices far in excess of the amounts paid 
for the materials by the Government. A quantity of 
sheet steel and scrap that originally cost $313.13 was 
sold for $2,196.67. A small lot of brass for which the 
War Department paid $113.63 was sold by the Signal 
Corps for $555.50. In the sales total of $447,090.58 
reported for the week by the Ordnance Department is 
included an item of $3,000 from sale of a quantity of 
incomplete trench periscopes. ‘The Surplus Property 
Division reported sales aggregating $883,756, of which 
$771,386.75 was realized from textiles, and Aircraft Pro- 
duction reported $296,446.94, which included $93,603.78 
from sale of castor beans, used by the Army for mak- 
ing oil for airplane engines.

BURIAL OF SOLDIERS’ BODIES ABROAD. 

Not long after the United States entered the war the 
War Department announced that it would be its policy 
to bring back to the United States the bodies of Ameri 
can soldiers which were buried abroad, provided the 
nearest relatives requested their return. Since the arm- 
istice many communications have been received from 
the families of deceased soldiers requesting that bodies 
be left permanently interred in France; others have re- 
quested return of their dead. Many families may not 
be fully aware of present conditions which would have 
a deciding influence on the question whether or not it 
would be best for the bodies to remain permanently in- 
terred in France. The Graves Registration Service of 
the U.S. Army is engaged in disinterring, identifying 
and collecting into cemeteries, preparatory to return 
to the U.S., the bodies which, through the necessities of 
war, were temporarily interred where they fell, a work 
of considerable magnitude which has now reached an 
advanced stage. : 

Before actual return of the bodies can be undertaken 
consent of the French government must be obtained. 
There are approximately 4,500,000 bodies interred in 
France as a result of the war. The attitude of the

French government is cgainst the removal of any of 
these. A proposed law under consideration by the 
French Parliament would prohibit such removal for a 
period of three years from Jan. 1, 1919. Pending its 
enactment the matter is being regulated by ministerial 
action of the French government, which feels that it 
cannot consistently extend to the American Government 
greater privileges in this respect than it accords to its 
own people. The following are, perhaps, some of the 
reasons which may have entered into consideration : 

France was a nation in mourning for the four years 
of the war. To permit the removal of the French dead 
by relatives, with consequent funccals and renewed 
mourning, would only add to the long period of national 
depression at a time when the opposite should prevail 
in order to undertake the tremendous work of recon- 
struction. The removal] and transfer of large numbers 
of bodies might be productive of epidemics and pesti- 
lence. 

Negotiations with the French government are now in 
progress with the view to securing a modification or 
waiver of present ministerial prohibition, and of the 
proposed law itself, if passed, so that the American 
dead my be returned to the U.S. before the expiration 
of the three year period. Future action wil! depend 
upon the extent to consent to modify the present de- 
cision is obtained. : 

During hostilities it was nearly always impossible to 
embalm our dead, or even to provide caskets. In every 
ease of reinterment, however, a coffin was provided. 
Every effort has been made to secure definite and posi- 
tive identifications, and to a large extent this has been 
successful. The lapse of time has affected the situation 
by rendering it undesirable that caskets on their arrival 
in this country should be opened. For the bodies to re- 
main permanently in France the United States will un- 
doubtedly provide cemeteries of “American Fields of 
Honor,” maintained and cared for always by the Ameri- 
can Government. The French government has consider- 
ately offered to cede several tracts of land for this pur- 
pose. One of them, at Romagne-sous-Montfaucon, is in 
the heart of the Meuse-Argonne battlefield. Another is 
near the city of Paris, upon the slopes of Mont Valerien, 
and no more beautiful site could be imagined. Paris 
has already constructed a splendid highway called 
Boulevard Washington, connecting the latter cemetery 
with the French capital. 

If we follow the example of our Allies, no private 
monuments will be permitted to be erected over the 
graves and thus all discrimination will be avoided. 
Where every one did so well in life, there should be no 
distinction in death. Standard or uniform headstones 
will be provided at the public expense, as in our na- 
tional cemeteries, differing only in the inscriptions and 
symbols of religious faith, and possibly grouped in ac- 
cordance therewith. Perhaps national monuments may 
be erected, as well as state memorials, after being 
passed upon by an art commission. The British govern- 
ment does not contemplate the return of its dead; the 
attitude of France has already been stated.
